Just about everyone in San 
Francisco wants to vote against 

George W. Bush, and so do I, and on 
Tuesday that’s exactly what I'll be 
doing. But no matter who wins the 
presidential election — and it is the 
most important election of your life 
— we're going to wake up the next 
morning with some very pressing, 
and very unpleasant, urban realities 
right here in town. Neither Bush nor 
John Kerry is going to immediately 
and dramatically increase federal aid 
to cities, and the local budget is still 
held together with spit and baling 
wire, and there will still be thousands 
of homeless people on the streets as 
the cold winter rains start to fall. 

So don’t stop at the top. Here are 
a few absolutely crucial items on the 
San Francisco ballot you can put 
time, energy, and votes into in the 
final week: 


in local stuff is important too. 


Yes on A Proposition A means 
money for affordable and support- 
ive housing. It won't solve the entire 
homeless problem (that would be a 
bit much for any single ballot meas- 
ure), but it would help a lot of peo- 
ple. It needs a two-thirds vote, 
which is always tough. 

Jake McGoldrick The torrent of 
vicious hit mail targeted at one of 
the nicest people in local politics is 
just sickening. It comes from Mayor 
Gavin Newsom’s downtown allies 
and from local businesses that don’t 
want to pay a living wage to their 
employees. McGoldrick isn’t perfect 
on every issue, but he’s there when 
it counts, and I'd hate to see these 
assholes knock him off. District 1: 
Vote for McGoldrick. (Same goes 
for Gerardo Sandoval in District 11; 
any problems you may have with 
him, and we’ve had our share, are 
eclipsed by the savage and unprinci- 
pled attacks by his opponents.) 

District 5 Lots of good choices. 
We've picked Ross Mirkarimi, 
Robert Haaland, and Lisa Feldstein, 
in that order. The key thing is not to 
vote for Newsom’s choices, Andrew 
Sullivan and Nick Waugh. 

Tax measures You have to vote 
for Propositions J and K, unpleas- 
ant as they are. If they go down, 
Newsom isn’t going to come back 
and tax the rich; he’s going to cut 
city services. 

I think Tom Ammiano, our first 
choice in District 9, is going to win, 
and Aaron Peskin will win District 
3. But don’t take it for granted.

Profits, not care 

The Bay Guardian gets it partly right in 
assessing Proposition 67 [Endorse- 
ments, 10/13/04]. Yes, our emergency 
medical care system is in crisis. E.R.s 
are jammed, trauma centers are closing, 
and it takes longer for paramedics to get 
care to the stricken. Lifesaving care is in 
jeopardy in California. 

But you go far astray in concluding 
that Prop. 67 is fatally flawed. Yes, a 
few doctors and hospitals are probably 
not greatly concerned with caring for 
the uninsured. But it is naive to think 
large chains can avoid providing these 
services. 

Emergency departments must under 
federal law treat all patients regardless of 
ability to pay. This is a necessary mission. 
However, the federal government has 
never provided money to support it. 
Meanwhile, the number of insured pa- 
tients is declining, and managed care is 
paying less and less. As a result, the E.R. 
system is going broke. Emergency rooms 
and their physicians will lose $900 mil- 
lion this year. 

In the last decade, 65 emergency 
rooms have closed; that’s more than one 
in six of all E.R.s in California, and more 
are closing each month. Children, fam- 
ilies, and seniors are losing access to crit- 
ical emergency care. It doesn’t matter 
whether you have insurance or not, the 
emergency room is the great equalizer. 

If an emergency room closes near you, 
the time it takes for an ambulance to get 
you to a doctor could double or triple. In 
an emergency, every second is critical. 

The anti—Prop. 67 campaign is fund- 
ed entirely by out-of-state phone com- 
panies. They care about profits, not 
whether Californians have a reliable 
emergency care system. 
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GOD SPoKE To You. 
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AHM GLAD You MENTIONED JAY-SUS, 
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California’s emergency care system is 
on the verge of collapse. We are unpre- 
pared to deal with a normal day, much 
less the effects of the next major earth- 
quake, flu outbreak, or terrorist attack. 
Prop. 67 is a short-term fix for a problem 
that cries out for a long-term solution.

L, Greg Stephens, describes himself as a strug- 

gling filmmaker (although the former devel- 
opment appraiser lives off his savings). His stu- 
dent short made while he was at UC Berkeley did 
take the equivalent of best in show in 1996, but by 
his own admission he’s never sought any distribu- 
tion for the eight films he says he’s made since. 
Stephens also styles himself as an inventor, saying he 
created a “new methodology” for Web content dis- 
tribution. He named his distribution company Co- 
tent.com because, he told me, “we took the ‘con’ out 
of content.” 

And now we know where he put it: into Prop. L. 

Save Our Theaters (the name of both Prop. L and 
the not-yet-certified nonprofit that would admin- 
ister the funds the proposition would allocate) is as 
cuddly as Chucky the slasher doll, and just as harm- 
less. Prop. L asks for 15 percent of the hotel tax 
surcharge for the intent of buying up the city’s 
threatened independent theaters. That’s between 
$8 million and $10.1 million a year. But as with 
Chucky, that’s not the whole story. 

SOT asserts in capital letters on the Yes on L 
Web site that “Prop. L does not take grants from the 
arts!” It does. Those funds would otherwise go to the 
San Francisco Opera, Ballet, and Symphony, which 
last year received only 20.7 percent of the hotel tax 
surcharge. Worse, because this measure would take 
money from the General Fund, parks, hospitals, 
affordable housing, and other social services could 
be shortchanged. 

This is only one of a vast number of troubling dis- 
crepancies between how Prop. L is being pitched and 
how it would affect San Francisco, discrepancies 
that have existed from the beginning. Workers col- 
lecting signatures to get the measure on the ballot, 
for instance, repeatedly urged Balboa Theater movie- 
goers to sign in order to “save the Balboa” — which 
is in no danger of closing and whose owners had al- 
ready rejected the project as dubious. This was no 
grassroots effort but AstroTurf all the way: Stephens 
himself paid the $20,000 cost of gathering signatures. 

Resistance to the deceptive proposition has cre- 
ated one of the broadest, most unusual coalitions in 


|: chief supporter of San Francisco's Proposition 


San Francisco history. The San Francisco Tenants 
Union, the Chamber of Commerce, and the Com- 
mittee on JOBS all oppose it, as do Mayor Gavin 
Newsom and the entire Board of Supervisors. The 
local film and arts community is nearly unanimous 
in its fervent rejection of Prop. L. 

The lack of support of the local film community 


doesn’t bother SOT. Stephens and Jeff Hardy, who's « 


working with him, simultaneously trumpet inflated 
figures about the boost the measure would give to the 
city’s economy while looking elsewhere for backing 
and expertise. “We don’t need their approval,” Hardy, 
a film marketing research consultant, told me. “T 
live in San Francisco, but almost none of my clients 
are from San Francisco.” Their primary consultant, 
Mike Doban of ArcAngelo Entertainment, is based 
in Los Angeles. (And when challenged on his orga- 
nization’s lack of a track record in managing any 
amount of money, much less $10 million, Stephens 
spun it as a strength: “But that’s good — we're doing 
something new here!”) 

Prop. L doesn’t include any oversight or ac- 
countability. Mere acceptance by the city adminis- 
trator of the business plan, which doesn't yet exist, 
cannot guarantee adherence to it or prevent future 
changes to it. 

Hardy seemed genuinely shocked when I asked 
him about the wide-open possibility that some or all 
of the theaters could be sold after being purchased 
with city money, but there’s nothing in the measure 
to guarantee against that. And there's no guarantee 
the theaters would be used for film: Stephens said 
he'd be happy to see the purchased theaters used as 
nightclubs “if that’s what the people want.” 

You have to wonder just how much money 
Stephens stands to make if Prop. L buys him eight 
theaters minus any requirement that he and his 
newly minted organization keep them. And you 
have to wonder if Stephens is a betting man, one 
who has wagered $20,000 of his own money for a re- 
turn of $10 million of ours. A 50,000 percent prof- 
it isn’t bad. But Prop. Lis. *

desperation, started airing a TV ad in swing states 

last week showing a pack of snarling wolves gath- 
ering ina forest clearing. The wolves move menacingly 
toward the camera as the announcer warns that Sen. 
John Kerry “and the liberals in Congress” had tried to 
cut intelligence spending — “and weakness attracts 
those who are trying to do America harm.” 

The message, of course, is designed to appeal to 
nervous Americans (particularly women voters with 
kids, who, the polls show, aren’t tending as strongly 
Democratic as they did four years ago). It demon- 
strates a shift in Republican tactics: the attack on 
Kerry as a “flip-flopper” apparently hasn't worked, so 
the GOP strategists have gone back to George W. 
Bush’s father’s campaign against Michael Dukakis, 
denouncing the Democratic candidate as a “liberal” 
who is, presumably, “weak on defense.” 

Of course, that’s at odds with Kerry’s record (if we 
have any grounds to criticize him on, it’s that he's 
been far too hawkish). But it’s just the beginning of 
what promises to be a savage last week of barrages 
against Kerry bya president who has such a shameful 
record that he can’t very well run on his own merits. 

None of that is news to San Franciscans, who will 
probably vote for Kerry by at least 4 to 1. But the next 
president of the United States won't be chosen in San 
Francisco, or even in California. The future of this 
country will be determined in Pennsylvania, Ohio, 
Florida, Iowa, and a handful of other swing states. 

Ignore the national polls, the ones that show Bush 
either ahead by five points, or tied with Kerry, or be- 
hind by three points, or whatever. None of that will 
count Noy. 2. What will matter is how many people 
turn out to vote in states where the outcome is still 
in doubt. 

Which means that if you live in California, voting 
for Kerry is only one step toward saving the country. 
It’s necessary, but it’s by no means sufficient. 


TI: Bush campaign, showing increasing signs of 


Let’s be very clear: this is the most important election 
of any of our lives. Just look at a few key issues: 


° Iraq. Nineteen months after the invasion, the war 
has become a full-scale quagmire that’s looking more 
and more like a modern Vietnam every day. Last 
week a group of soldiers, all of whom had exempla- 
ry service records, refused a direct order to trans- 
port fuel in unsafe, unarmored trucks, without ade- 
quate protection or support, through an area where 
attacks are common. That’s a sign that things are 
starting to unravel rapidly on the military front — un- 
derequipped, inexperienced troops, who've been in 
Iraq far too long already, are showing signs of a 
morale collapse. And the latest intelligence shows 
the anti-American insurgent groups are larger, better 
financed, and more dangerous than anyone at the 
Pentagon had imagined. And while Bush insists there 
will be no return to the draft, many credible ob- 
servers (including Paul Krugman at the New York 
Times) argue there’s simply no way to continue this 
level of fighting in Iraq without some sort of draft. 

© Civil liberties. As we pointed out last week, the 
Bush administration has overseen the most serious as- 
sault on civil liberties since the 1960s. Federal agents 
are harassing and spying on activist groups. The Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation has the authority to tap 
your phone or search your house without your 
knowledge or consent. New technologies threaten 
to eliminate any vestige of personal privacy. 


© The judiciary. Bush has already appointed some 
of the most right-wing judges in modern history 
— and there’s a very good chance that at least two, 
and perhaps as many as four, seats will open up on 
the Supreme Court before 2008. That could mean 
(and this isn’t fear-mongering, it’s fact) an end to Roe 
y. Wade and the right to abortion, among other dis- 
astrous consequences. 

¢ The economy. Bush has demonstrated in cold, 
ugly clarity exactly why tax cuts for the rich are 
more than just unfair — they don’t work. There's a 
huge net loss of jobs under this administration — 
and at the same time, a rise in consumer debt and 
bankruptcies, and the nation’s debt is at an unbe- 
lievable level that threatens to undermine the stability 
of the entire economy. 


The list goes on, but the bottom line is simple: Bush 
must go. 


It’s easy to feel powerless in a state neither of the can- 
didates is paying much attention to and where your 
vote doesn’t seem to matter. That’s the result of an 
18th-century institution called the Electoral Col- 
lege, initially designed to increase the power of 
Southern (slaveholding) states. 

But there’s a lot you can do to shift the balance of 
this election. And every concerned Californian ought 
to devote at least some time in the next six days to 
helping with that fight. Here are some good ways to 
get involved: 


¢ Visit a swing state. Caravans are leaving every day 
for get-out-the-vote trips to Nevada, Oregon, New 
Mexico, Colorado, and other Western states, and 
some are driving all the way to Florida for the final 
weekend.

Digging into no-fly lists and the presi- 
dent’s jacket Remember the feeling you 
experienced Dec. 13, 2000, as Al Gore 
strode to the podium and stood before the 
world, wooden as ever, to call an end to the 
weirdest election in U.S. history? That was 
disbelief, a sensation investigative journal- 
ist Dave Lindorff has had again and again 
throughout the George W. Bush presidency. 

Lindorff, author of the new book 7his 
Can’t Be Happening (www.thiscantbehap- 
pening.net), has spent the past four years 
documenting what he calls Bush’s “war 
on civil liberties.” He reported on the Trans- 
portation Security Administration's no-fly 
list, which is now being challenged in court, 
and he covered Operation TIPS, a short- 
lived plan to have people spy on their 
neighbors and notify the feds if they think 
one of them is a terrorist. 

Lindorff was also the first journalist who 
paid serious attention to the Pentagon’s 
quiet move to reconstitute local and re- 
gional draft boards, a story that received a 
“Most Censored Story” award from Sonoma 
State University’s Project Censored. Lindorff 
was in town Oct. 23 to accept the award. 

The stories he’s covered over the years 
aren't really censored in the sense that an 
editor refused to publish them; you can 
find most of his latest writing at Counter- 
punch.org and Salon.com. Rather, they're 
censored by the mainstream media, which 
passed over the story about the draft 
much in the same way they've failed to in- 
vestigate that mysterious bulge protruding 
from Bush’s jacket during the first presi- 
dential debate (another Lindorff story). 

For the story, Lindorff obtained a TV 
image of the solid rectangular device 
strapped to Bush’s back and learned 
from a surveillance expert that it was 
likely part of a radio communication sys- 
tem. He also reported that before the 
debate, Republican officials insisted no 
cameras be placed behind the candi- 
dates. But the White House press office 
refused to return Lindorff’s calls for com- 
ment, and the Kerry campaign declined 
to make an issue of the bulge. 

“What | did didn’t take much bril- 
liance,” Lindorff told us. “It’s just in- 
dicative of the low caliber of the [main- 
stream] media.” 

At least, it shows how mainstream ed- 
itors keep reporters from pursuing stories 
that might get criticized by the partisans in 
power: Lindorff said he’s gotten at least five 
leads from “a staff person at a major met- 
ropolitan paper in San Francisco.” (Hirsch)

Opponents of Berkeley’s prostitution 
measure use alarmist rhetoric

Will the passage of Measure Q, the Berke- 
ley ballot initiative urging the state to over- 
turn laws against prostitution, turn the 
town into a pimp haven? Or have the pol- 
itics of fear taken hold of this famously 
progressive city? 

Opponents of Measure Q have issued 
dire warnings about how it would increase 
street prostitution, sex tourism, the traf- 
ficking of child prostitutes, and exploita- 
tion of women. Researcher Melissa Farley, 
who has argued against the measure in 
public forums, warned that “pimps will 
be treated like Berkeley’s new business- 
men. This is where you would go for an 
open-air brothel.” 

Berkeley City Council member Linda 
Maio described how the measure would 
encourage pimps to prey on very young 
children and lure them into heroin ad- 
diction. “It sends a message to the pimp 
community that it’s OK with the citizens 
of Berkeley to come here,” she told the 
Bay Guardian. “What it says is that you are 
giving tacit approval.” 

The Measure Q debate erases any illu- 
sion that Berkeley, the motherland of po- 
litical reform, is somehow removed from 
‘the fear-based rhetoric that has become 
the hallmark of this election season. Since 
supporters of Measure Q plan to take their 
campaign to the state legislature, whether 
they win or lose in Berkeley, these tactics are 
a preview of what will likely become an 
ugly statewide battle over prostitution laws. 

The dark portraits of a pimp- 
dominated Berkeley belie the fact that 
Measure Q is largely a symbolic initiative. 
It would direct the city council to lobby for 


the removal of state laws against prostitu- 
tion and require a semiannual report from 
the Berkeley Police Department tracking 
prostitution-related incidents. The meas- 
ure would also make enforcing prostitu- 
tion laws the lowest policing priority — 
but officers would still be compelled by 
state law to make arrests. It says nothing 
about decriminalizing only in Berkeley. 

“We are just trying to start a dialogue,” 
said Robyn Few, director of the Sex Work- 
ers Outreach Project, which got Measure Q 
on the ballot. “We are fighting for equal 
protection for sex workers who are vul- 
nerable to rape, robbery, and murder but 
cannot complain to police because they are 
arrested.” 

Measure Q was sparked by the mass 
murder of 48 women by Green River killer 
Gary Leon Ridgway, who targeted Seattle- 
area street prostitutes because he thought 
he could get away with it. Few argues that 
the pernicious trafficking of women and 
children in the sex trade would be easier to 
eradicate if prostitutes felt safe to come 
forward and report it. 

Maio confirmed that enforcement of 
prostitution laws is already a low priori- 
ty for Berkeley police because it’s driven 
by sporadic complaints. But Andrea 
Clark, a spokesperson for the Committee 
to Defeat Measure Q, claimed that when 
Few went on CNN simply to discuss Mea- 
sure Q, the city’s sex trade increased. The 
claim was hard to confirm, since the 
Berkeley police did not return repeated 
calls seeking recent figures on prostitution 
arrests. Few said media attention on the 
measure has actually decreased Berke- 
ley’s street prostitution. 


Berkeley's prostitutes have voiced strong 
support for Measure Q at community fo- 
rums. “I was starving to death, and pros- 
titution got me through a really difficult 
time,” said Shania, who bootstrapped her- 
self out of the sex trade and into UC 
Berkeley. “But I hated to hide what did, and 
if | had gone to jail, 1 would not have had 
the option to go to school here. Give us the 
option to move ahead.” 

Maio said she’s in favor of arresting 
prostitutes because court-ordered diver- 
sion programs, such as San Francisco's 
Standing Against Global Exploitation pro- 
gram, “made them stick with the program, 
which resulted in their lives being saved.” 
SAGE director Norma Hotaling opposes 
Measure Q, arguing that prostitution vic- 
timizes woman. Yet supporters of the 
measure say that’s a demeaning argument. 

“Historically, these same arguments are 
said over and over and over about pro- 
tecting women by keeping prostitution 
criminalized. [They] rationalize this 
through the rhetoric of saving our neigh- 
borhoods,’ said Avaren Ipsen, a member of 
the Berkeley Commission on the Status of 
Women and a Ph.D. candidate at UC 
Berkeley’s Graduate Theological Union, 
where she studies biblical prostitution. 
“They can accept prostitutes as victims 
suffering from post-traumatic stress dis- 
order and give themselves the role of going 
to the rescue. But they cannot accept them 
as prostitutes demanding their civil rights.” 

Few, who said she left prostitution in 
1998, was targeted this month by the arch- 
conservative National Review magazine. 
Writer Donna Hughes claimed it “stretch- 
es credibility” to say Few is working on 
behalf of women, since she was convicted 
ona “federal pimping offense.” Few said she 
was convicted in 2003 on federal charges of 
conspiracy to commit prostitution when 
her name was found in the address books 
of other arrested prostitutes.

Project have been lobbying officials in San Francisco, Oakland, and Berkeley (where they 
placed Measure Q on the Nov. 2 ballot) to support the decriminalization of prostitution. 


Few said she’s now being shadowed by 
Oakland-based Federal Bureau of Investi- 
gation agent Thomas McGuire, who, she 
claims, told her the Justice Department 
had given him a quota of traffickers to ar- 
rest and demanded Few turn some over. 
“We are not traffickers,” Few told us. “We 
are fighting for women’s lives.” McGuire re- 
ferred questions to FBI officials, who did 
not return calls by press time. 

Convinced that Few is paving the way 
for traffickers, Maio and Farley have pres- 
sured local officials to withdraw their sup- 
port for Measure Q. Alameda County 
supervisor Keith Carson withdrew his 
endorsement. But Alameda County su- 
pervisor Nate Miley remained firm in his 
support after a visit from Farley. Few noted 
that Miley has long been opposed to the 
incarceration of poor people of color in 
Alameda County and pointed out that 
most of those busted on prostitution 
charges are not white. 

“Criminalization persecutes the poorest, 


most vulnerable women who work the 
streets, as opposed to those who work in 
hotel rooms and ‘strip clubs,” said Tia 
Koonse, a member of East Oakland Na- 
tional Organization for Women, who lives 
in a neighborhood with streetwalkers. 
Koonse points out that NOW called for de- 
criminalization 30 years ago. 

State senate president pro tem John 
Burton also supports Measure Q, as does 
former San Francisco district attorney 
Terence Hallinan. Both are now being tar- 
geted by anti-Measure Q groups. “How 
come ‘responsible’ adults like John Burton 
... Hallinan, Avaren Ipsen, and Nate Miley 
are silent about more pedophiles in Berke- 
ley?” read a leaflet passed out at the most 
recent Measure Q forum. 

“If you bring up new alternatives, 
you get called a pornographer,” Ipsen 
said. “This is the politics of shame and

Repeat offender 


Sutton’s failure to disclose a late contribution 
draws huge fine — but not the findings his critics 


wanted to see

High-profile campaign lawyer Jim Sutton has gotten 
his old law firm slapped with the biggest ethics fine in 
San Francisco history — nearly a quarter-million 
dollars — for failing to properly report the $800,000 
donation Pacific Gas and Electric Co. made to help 
defeat a public power initiative in 2002. 

San Francisco Ethics Commission director John St. 
Croix said the large fine reflected the seriousness of the 
charge. “With that size contribution, voters have a 
right to know who is influencing the election,” he 
told the Bay Guardian. “You can certainly make an ar- 
gument that it influenced the outcome of the election.” 

The stipulated agreement calls for Mill Valley firm 
Nielsen, Merksamer, Parrinello, Mueller, and Naylor 
— where Sutton was a partner at the time — to pay 
$100,000 to San Francisco and $140,000 to the state’s 
Fair Political Practices Commission. Both agencies in- 
vestigated complaints about Sutton’s failure to re- 
port the donation until after the election. 
Regulators and the firm’s partners say the violation 
wasn’t willful but rather just an oversight by a busy 
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lawyer. Yet those close to the case don’t believe it was 
unintentional, noting that San Franciscans Against the 
Blank Check — the committee formed to defeat the 
public power measure, Proposition D — was Sutton’s 
biggest client at the time. They also pointed to Sutton’s 
pattern of skirting the limits of campaign finance 
law (see “The Political Puppeteer,’ 2/4/04). 

“J think what they did was willful and deliberate, 
and I would have preferred criminal prosecution,” 
Charles Marsteller, the good-government advocate 
who filed the complaint, told us. 

Sutton wouldn’t comment for this article, referring 
questions to firm partner Chip Nielsen, who didn’t re- 
turn our calls, although he did issue a short statement 
saying, “The firm regrets its inadvertent errors, which 
were corrected immediately upon discovery. Our 
client, PG&E, was blameless. The partnership and its 
former partner, James Sutton, haye settled this mat- 
ter, for which they bear responsibility.” 

Ross Mirkarimi, who ran the Yes on D campaign 
and is now running for supervisor in District 5, told 
us that the claim of innocent error “is not credible be- 


cause of the trend of his negligent conduct. Some- 
times, where there’s smoke, there’s fire.” 

Marsteller cites suspicious irregularities in Sutton’s 
work on the No on O campaign (against public fi- 
nancing of candidates) in 2000 and the No on I (against 
a municipal utility district) and Yes on A (in support of 
issuing community college bonds) campaigns of 2001. 
Mirkarimi, who ran then-district attorney Terence 
Hallinan’s reelection campaign last year, remembers Sut- 
ton’s work on behalf of Kamala Harris’s D.A. cam- 
paign, in which Sutton argued that Harris's violation of 
a campaign spending-cap pledge was an innocent mis- 
take, even though there was evidence the campaign in- 
tended to break that cap from early on (see Campaign 
Watch,. 10/8/03). The Harris campaign was fined 
$34,000 by the Ethics Commission, which refused to 
launch a more detailed investigation of the matter. 

Sutton’s current firm, Sutton and Partners, was 
also at the center of another ethics scandal earlier this 
year, having authored what appeared to be a draft plan 
to illegally funnel unregulated contributions to Mayor 
Gavin Newsom’s inaugural committee to pay off 
outstanding debts from the Newsom for Mayor com- 
mittee (see “Newsom’s Funny Money,’ 2/11/04). Sut- 
ton denied such a plan existed, although exposure of 
the document forced the campaign committee to 
return a $51,309 payment from the inaugural com- 
mittee (See Trail Mix, 8/25/04). The Ethics Commis- 
sion investigated document destruction in the case 
but never Sutton’s role in developing the scheme. 

Mirkarimi called for reform of the city’s ethics 


laws, which he said encourage consultants to break the 
law, then make amends after the campaign. “I would 
treble the fines for repeat offenders,” he said. 

We've requested records from the PG&E dona- 
tion investigation to determine if there’s any evi- 
dence supporting the conclusion that the violation 
wasn’t willful, but as of press time neither the FPPC 
nor the Ethics Commission had made those docu- 
ments fully available for review. (Ethics partially 
complied with our request, making some letters and 
basic information available but withholding notes 
from interviews and other substantial documents.) 

Despite his tainted track record, Sutton continues 
to teach an ethics class at Hastings Law School and 
serve as treasurer for the wealthiest campaigns in 
town, including those for Newsom and groups that 
support him (such as the California Urban Issues 
Project and the Committee to Stop Aggressive Pan- 
handling), the Golden Gate Restaurant Association 
(which has been funding the nasty hit pieces on Sup. 
Jake McGoldrick), and Sup. Sean Elsbernd. 

Sutton, a Republican, has also been an active play- 
er around the state working on campaigns to weak- 
en local campaign finance laws in various cities and 
counties. He left the Nielsen, Merksamer firm short- 
ly after the PG&E donation incident was exposed, say- 
ing in a press release that he wanted to pursue a dif- 
ferent “institutional vision.” *

Why Third Parties Should Join 
Independent Voters in Voting 
“Yes” on Prop 62 


On November 2nd California voters have an opportunity to vote “Yes” on 


Proposition 62, the Voter Choice Open Primary Initiative. If Prop 62 passes, the 
current system of closed primary elections will be replaced with nonpartisan 
open elections in which all voters, regardless of party, will be able to vote at 
every stage of the process. 


Prop 62 has provoked a mighty controversy in the Democratic and Republican 
Parties — where reformers supporting Prop 62 have clashed with party bosses who 
want to maintain the old order. And, it has also provoked a controversy within the 
independent movement, where reform independents are backing Prop 62 while the third 
party establishment is aggressively opposing it. 

Approximately 3 million “decline to state” voters, 20% of the electorate in 
California, are disenfranchised by the current party-controlled primaries. Under 
the closed primary system, independent voters are treated as second class citizens and 
denied the right to participate in first round voting — usually the decisive round. 


Yet, in spite of this the third party establishment — leaders of the Greens, the 
Libertarians, the Peace and Freedom Party -- vocally oppose Prop 62. If Prop 
62 passes, the voters, not the parties, will select who runs in the November election. 
For all the major and minor parties, Prop 62 will mean the end of a guaranteed spot 
on the ballot (except for presidential elections which will remain on the “partyline” 
system). The third parties argue that such a loss “disempowers” independents, but 
what they really mean is that Prop 62 will change the way parties -- minor and major — 
practice politics. 4 

Until the last 10 years, the prevailing philosophy in third party, or independent 
politics, has been to focus on building alternative parties modeled on the majors, and 
which espouse a particular ideology. Under this traditional model “independent” third 
parties could win a nominal voice in the process, i.e. a spot on the ballot, but almost 
never impacted either on outcome or the public agenda. The “market” for their 
ideological views and fringe status rarely got above 5%. At the same time, the 
numbers of independent voters — those who do not want to align with any party and 
who reject the culture of partisanship — has been growing by leaps and bounds. 


The vast majority of independent voters are looking for ways to participate in 
the electoral process without having to join a party or vote a party line. In fact, 
independents don’t trust parties and party insiders to make their decisions for them. 
They want to be free to vote for the best candidate, regardless of party. They want to 
be free to partner in fluid coalitions that can pick apart special interest control of 
government and policymaking. While independents span the entire left-center-right 
ideological spectrum, the vast majority agrees that our political system is broken and 
the political culture is a disaster. That’s why as many as 80% of independents support 
Proposition 62, even while the state’s third parties are loudly opposing it. 

While the open primary is not a cure-all for our ailing electoral process, the 
proposal establishes conditions in which new things can happen and new 
voices can emerge. It levels the playing field and acknowledges the independent 
voter as a growing political force. Prop 62 also opens the door to independent voters 
having significantly greater influence. How? Because in an open primary system, all 
candidates will need to build alliances with independent voters to maximize their 
chances of making it to the general election. That change will increase the urgency of 
embracing independent voters’ agenda for structural political reform. 

California’s minor parties have a chance to help refresh our democracy by 
backing an electoral reform measure with the potential to shake up the status 
quo. Instead they have lined up with the Democrat and Republican Party machines in 
what appears to be a cynical attempt to ensure their own selfperpetuation. 


As a step toward a more democratic and inclusive process, however, the Committee 
for an Independent Voice and the majority of California’s independent voters are 
joining with reformers within the Democrat and Republican parties in a new coalition 
to pass Proposition 62. The minor parties would burnish their credentials as 
champions of outsider voices by supporting, not preventing, the emergence of 
a new political design.

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Blowing the whistle on n 


When San Francisco’s most disadvantaged kids didn’t have 
the proper services, she complained to the state and got 
placed on leave. But has Katherine Isheim’s agitating 
focused more attention on these students? By Tali Woodward 


atherine Isheim was once the special edu- 

cation monitor for the entire San Francisco 

Unified School District, meaning she was the 

person who checked to see that the district 

was meeting its legal obligations to students 
with disabilities. 

A couple years ago she became the chair of spe- 
cial ed at the city’s County Community Schools — 
a distinct system of schools that serves kids who 
have been pushed out of ordinary public schools 
because of academic or behavioral-problems and 
are probably the most at-risk students in the city. 

Isheim told the Bay Guardian she found “a blatant 
disregard for students and their educational rights.” 
Though state law limits the caseload of a special ed 
teacher like Isheim to 28 students, she said she was re- 
sponsible for serving 70 to 100 special ed students at 
any given point during the 2002-2003 school year. 

It was impossible for her to reach all her students, 
Isheim said, in part because they were scattered over 
multiple sites. And despite pleas to administrators, 
things seemed to be getting worse. So in fall 2003, 
Isheim filed a formal complaint with the California 
Department of Education (CDE). 

When state investigators arrived in February to 
conduct interviews with County Community Schools 
staff, Isheim was revealed as the instigator of the com- 
plaint. Less than a week later, the school district placed 
her on administrative leave. The stated reason? She had 
failed to serve all of the students assigned to her. 

Meanwhile, the CDE investigation she had en- 
couraged found the district “out of conypliance.” 
According to the department’s May 12 report, a 
dozen County Community sites had gone without 
adequate staffing. The district acknowledged that 
there were 18 students in the County Community 
Schools who hadn’t received the special ed help they 
were owed in the 2002-2003 school year, and 22 
who lacked services for at least part of the following 
school year. 

The CDE gave the district until the end of spring 
2005 to clean things up — and provide compensa- 
tory services to the kids who had lost valuable assis- 
tance. By many accounts, the SFUSD is now paying 
more attention to the County Community system, 
which has suffered decades of neglect. 

But Isheim said that she has been ostracized for 
being a whistle-blower and that many SFUSD ad- 
ministrators won't even speak to her. And now her 
former coworker Linda Barnett is also appealing to 
higher levels of government for help. In an Oct. 1 let- 
ter to the CDE she wrote, “The District continues to 
deny these children even after your directives.” 

Legal protections ; 
Lawsuits brought by the families of special ed stu- 
dents suck a lot of money out of urban districts, and 
the laws that lay out what kinds of services dis- 
abled students are supposed to get are notoriously 
specific. California law, for instance, dictates that 
specific information on students must be kept in a 
precise order in folders that are then stored in 
locked cabinets. 


But the backbone of the federal special ed system, 3 


the Individual Education Plan program, is simpler. 
Every school district is to draw up an annual IEP for 
every special ed kid it serves. The document is meant 
to identify the student's disabilities and outline what 
services that student is entitled to, free of charge, from 
his or her home district. One student may need 
eight hours of tutoring with a resource specialist 

-(RSP) a week, while another may require books on 
tape and monthly RSP check-ins. The most severe- 
ly challenged students are eligible for a full-time 
special ed class, known as Special Day Class, or even 
for enrollment in a non-public school, with the dis- 
trict picking up the tab. 

Both Barnett and Isheim maintained that Coun- 
ty Community administrators told them to rewrite 
IEPs so students would be eligible for fewer servic- 
es. When they balked, supervisors pointed out there 
was no way the County schools’ special ed staff could 
provide all the services the kids needed. Indeed, 
that’s the teachers’ primary complaint: there was 
simply a lack of staff, ensuring students were going 
to get short shrift. . 

Isheim said she made repeated pleas to her su- 
pervisors for help, and she showed us numerous 
letters in which she asked them to hire more staff. 
Once Barnett was hired in January, she encountered 
similar problems. She worked with 41 kids at eight 


sites over the course of the semester and said there - 


was no way she could meet all their needs. Both 
teachers told us they had to push hard to get ad- 
ministrators to hire the teaching assistants (known 
as paraprofessionals) their union contract requires. 
Isheim even filed a grievance through the union be- 
fore anything was done. 

Both stressed that while too much was expected of 
them as teachers, they're concerned primarily about 
the kids getting what they need. Frequently during in- 
terviews with us, they would lapse into a specific 
story of a child they were unable to help. “When I 
think about some of the kids I had last year ...” Bar- 
nett said at one point. “It’s haunting me.” 

Few other people who worked in the County 
Community Schools last year seem willing to talk on 
the record, but three confirmed that special ed stu- 
dents have rarely gotten the help they required. 
One teacher who didn’t want her name used said 
that at the beginning of last year, staff at her school 
didn’t even know which of their students were des- 
ignated special ed, and that it took until the end of 
the year to get a Special Day Class teacher assigned 
to the school. 

Despite these accounts, the CDE report, which re- 
lies heavily on information from SFUSD adminis- 
trators, states that by the time representatives ar- 
rived in San Francisco last spring, “all the special 
education teachers had a caseload under the 28-stu- 
dent limit established by the Education Code.” In- 
yestigators found no proof that IEPs were tinkered 
with but noted that progress reports required by 
the law were incomplete or nonexistent. 

SFUSD administration requested written inquiries 


for this story. Deborah McKnight, the executive di-

School, behind them, and other schools that serve at-risk youths haven't been getting the services they're owed. 


rector of special education services for the SFUSD, 
told us by e-mail that she learned of these gaps in spe- 
cial ed in September 2003. “Upon review,’ she wrote, 
“it was determined that the number of RSP stu- 
dents had increased at county/community and sub- 
sequently the RSP allocation was increased to reflect 
this need” in November 2003. “The increase in allo- 
cation was adequate to provide all of the students 
with the RSP services.” 

“Ensuring that our students in county/community 
programs receive ALL of the services that they require 
is a priority of my department,” she added. 

Even Barnett agreed there have been recent im- 
provements in the special ed system. But she said stu- 
dents are still being neglected. For instance, she said 
kids often come to Bay Principals Center, where she 


now teaches, without adequate records, and those - 


who should be assigned to Special Day Class continue 
to be placed in regular classes. 

“Not only have these students been denied their 
State-ordered compensatory education, they still do 
not have the basic IEP services as outlined in their 
original IEPs,” she wrote in her Oct. 1 letter to the 
CDE. “I request that the District be placed under State 
monitoring as it is obvious the District has no in- 
tention of providing services to the students.” 

McKnight said the district is meeting its obliga- 
tions. 


History of disregard 
More than a dozen sites make up the County Com- 
munity system, including three larger campuses, a 
handful of one-classroom programs, and several 
schools run in concert with the Juvenile Probation 
Department. Until very recently there was no men- 
tion of County Community Schools on the SFUSD 
Web site. The system got a brief spat of attention in 
2002, when students at Phoenix High School — 
which is housed in trailers just off the crime-plagued 
intersection of Mission and 16th Streets and nick- 
named Heroin High by the San Francisco Police 
Department — demanded a better facility. 

Last year’s San Francisco Civil Grand Jury decid- 
ed to take a closer look at the system. In a scathing re- 


port issued this June, the panel concluded that the, 


County system “appears to be the poorest-funded ed- 


ucational program for the poorest students — fiscally 
poor and educationally poor.” 

In the school district’s response to the Civil Grand 
Jury report, Superintendent Arlene Ackerman wrote 
that a nurse, social worker, and parent liaison have re- 
cently been hired for the County Community 
Schools. “In the coming year, the district will continue 
its work to improve County Community Schools,” 
she added. 

In July the SFUSD hired Mickey Dantine, who has 
decades of special ed experience, as director of Coun- 
ty Community Schools. Testifying before a Board of 
Supervisors committee Oct. 21, Dantine energetically 
outlined her plan to condense the County sites into 
five main campuses so that students have better ac- 
cess to resources like libraries. She’s already developed 
an intake center where kids new to the system can be 
counseled about what’s required to either transfer 
back to a comprehensive high school or to graduate 
from County. 

Administrators also picked a well-respected prin- 
cipal to take over at the troubled Phoenix site, and 
people say he’s already transforming the culture 
of the school. 

The Civil Grand Jury suggested one way San 
Francisco might further improve these schools — 
an option noted by the Bay Guardian in a 2002 
story about Phoenix. A 1995 California law provides 
extra funding —at least $2,500 a student each year 
— for more comprehensive “Community Day 
Schools.” But to qualify for that funding, schools 
must provide six hours of class, “individualized” in- 
struction, and low student-teacher ratios. Today 
Fresno County has 13 such schools, Mendocino 
has 11, and Los Angeles has more than 30. San 
Francisco has none. L 

Dan Sackheim, who has been the state consultant 
on Community Day Schools for more than six years, 
helping various California counties set up these 
schools, told us he doesn’t remember ever getting so 
much as a call from the SFUSD. “I certainly haven't 
had any detailed conversation about planning one,” 
he said, “but ’d welcome the opportunity — I think

Raiding the 
rabbie-rousers 


Local lawyer fights the feds over mysterious police seizure of Indymedia 
servers. By A.C. Thompson 


t’s no secret that law enforcement 

types aren’t big fans of Indymedia, 

the anarchic global network of news 

Web sites that in recent years has 

emerged as a prime source of infor- 
mation on the lefty protest scene. 

Here in San Francisco, cops have 
been known to monitor the local 
sites (www.indybay.org and www 
.sf.indymedia.org), as have intel- 
ligence-gatherers at the California 
Anti-Terrorism Information Cen- 
ter, a project of the state Depart- 
ment of Justice. 

Lately, however, things have got- 
ten a little more serious. On Oct. 7 
authorities in England seized two 
servers hosting 19 Indymedia sites 
— temporarily shutting down do- 
it-yourself news-gathering oper- 
ations from Brazil to western 
Massachusetts to Poland. From 
the sketchy clues that have sur- 
faced so far, it looks like the servers 
were taken at the direction of an 
unknown U.S. law enforcement 
agency acting covertly. The ma- 
chines were returned six days later. 

While the Bay Area sites 
weren't directly affected — they're 
hosted by other companies — 
this opaque, multi-government 
operation has definitely sent a 
chill through hometown Indy- 
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media heads. As Mark Burdett, a Whodunit? San Francisco lawyer Kurt Opsahl wants 


dymedia network is completely de- 
centralized, with each local site run- 
ning its own show; the public is en- 
couraged to upload their own stories, 
photos, and videos. 

The agents, Theriot-Orr said, 
“claimed it was a courtesy visit on be-

local Indymedia volunteer, put it, to know who kidnapped Indymedia’s servers. 


“The government is using gag or- 
ders and secret orders, so no one 
even knows what’s happening.” 

The clandestine machinations have 
prompted Kurt Opsahl, a San Francis- 
co lawyer with the Electronic Frontier 
Foundation, a cyber-liberties group, to 
confront the feds. “This has grave im- 
plications for media outlets large and 
small,” Opsahl said. “It’s a terrible af- 
front to freedom of the press.” 


According to Indymedia folks, the trou- 
ble started with a post on the Nantes, 
France, site, unmasking a pair of pro- 
testers as Swiss undercover cops and 
listing their home addresses. 

For some reason, on Oct. 1, two 
Federal Bureau of Investigation agents 
dropped in on Devin Theriot-Orr, a 
member of the Seattle Indymedia Cen- 
ter, hunting for details about the 
French post — something that oc- 
curred roughly 5,000 miles away. Per- 
haps unbeknownst to the feds, the In- 


half of the Swiss government.” 
Though the G-men were “polite,” he 
still views their visit as “blatant polit- 
ical harassment.” 

Lately, however, the Swiss govern- 
ment has denied having anything to 
do with the investigation, and Opsahl 
has uncovered evidence suggesting the 
whole thing may have actually origi- 
nated with an Italian prosecutor. 

Whatever the case, on Oct. 7, a firm 
called Rackspace Managed Hosting, 
which hosts the French site and a 
bunch of other Indymedia sites, was hit 
with a special, secret subpoena issued 
by a U.S. federal court apparently de- 
manding the servers be turned over. 

Rackspace, whose U.S. headquarters 
are in San Antonio, Texas, is divulging 
very little about the probe, refusing to 
release the subpoena or even say who, 
precisely, generated it. 

Ina press statement, Rackspace said 
the investigation “did not arise in the 


United States” and was being con- 
ducted under an international law en- 
forcement “mutual aid” pact. The com- 
pany said it had received a “Commis- 
sioner’s subpoena” issued under a par- 
ticular federal statute, adding, “The 
court prohibits Rackspace from com- 
menting further on this matter.” 
Reached by phone, company 
spokesperson Annalie Drusch 
wouldn't elaborate, except to say, 
“T can tell you that the servers 
are back online.” 


After sifting through the few 
available clues, Opsahl filed a 
motion to unseal the subpoena 
in federal court in San Antonio 
Oct. 22, hoping “to find out who 
was involved and what they’re 
after. The presumption is that 
what happens in court is a pub- 
lic process.” The information 
| provided by Rackspace, he 
added, suggests a U.S. law en- 
forcement agency played a role 
in the seizure. 

From Opsahl’s perspective, 
yanking a gaggle of Web sites off- 
line for unexplained reasons is a 
A stark violation of the First Amend- 
ment, a new twist on the lovely old 
doctrine of prior restraint. “All 
media outlets should be concerned 
about this,” he said. “Imagine if 
the Bay Guardian got a notice 
from its service provider saying its 
online servers had to be taken down.” 

Interestingly, it seems the whole ex- 
ercise may not be particularly fruitful 
for whoever is behind it: long con- 
cerned about just such a seizure, In- 
dymedia has a network-wide policy of 
not logging Internet protocol address- 
es. That means authorities probably 
won't be able to identify who’s been 
surfing the sites or posting to them. 

At the San Francisco Indymedia 
headquarters on 16th Street, a small 
cluster of cramped offices, Burdett is 
frantically helping his underground 
allies around the world set up backup 
servers in case the Man comes calling 
again. He figures he’s just reflecting 
the times: “In the same ways these 
countries have mutual aid agreements 
between the different governments, 
we're helping each other out.” *

San Francisco barbers are shaving off gender stereotypes while offering 
their own two bits of tradition. By Rachella Sinclair 


he hair salon gender divide is 

closing. Once upon a time, 

women went to the local beau- 

ty salon for a wash and a curl, 

while their male counterparts 
spent two bits on a shave and a hair- 
cut elsewhere. But in the modern 
post-metrosexual era, men, too, have 
come to frequent the trendy, now 
“unisex,” hair salon. Does this signal 
the demise of the traditional, men’s- 
only barber? 

Ralph Martin, instructor and man- 
ager of the San Francisco 
Barber College (64 Sixth St., S.F. 415- 
621-6802), thinks not. “Those chains 
are quick, but the haircut is not al- 
ways good. There is always a need for 
the more precise haircuts that bar- 
bers specialize in. Barbering is an 
art,” emphasizes Martin, who trains 
his students in the use of shears, clip- 
pers, and the straight razor. 

Martin believes traditional doesn’t 
necessarily mean conservative. “The 
traditional barber did only shaving. 
When he did haircuts, they were for 
men only. Now we concentrate on 
everything from the Adams apple up,” 
Martin says, quickly adding that not all 
clients are men. “It used to be that no 
woman would enter a barbershop, but 
now we have women clients and bar- 
bers.” Forty percent of the students at 
the college, founded in 1910, are 
women. “This is good,” Martin says. 
“We have less discrimination.” The 
San Francisco Barber College is a good 
example of old traditions layered with 
new ideals in modern barbering. 

Many of the college’s clients come 
from the streets and neighboring res- 
idence hotels. “If my students can 
make it here,” Martin says, “they are 
well trained to work anywhere.” Hair- 
cuts are $6; seniors pay $5. The school 
also accepts vouchers for free haircuts

from a variety of social service organ- 
izations. “If someone has a job inter- 
view and can’t afford a haircut, we'll 
do it. It’s about serving the community 
we're in,” Martin says. 

“This career is a nonstop learning 
experience,” he says. “I tell my stu- 
dents not to get stuck in a certain way; 
keep updated. During the time a lot of 
old-school barbers went to school, 
they didn’t learn the skills that stu- 
dents are learning now.” But, he adds, 
“it’s never too late, though; you can al- 
ways learn.” 

While Martin recommends diver- 
sification and modernization, S.F. 
still has an array of barbers who sub- 
scribe to the old ways. Take, for ex- 
ample, the haircutters at Male Image 
(2195 Market, S.F. 415-621-6448) in 
the Castro District. For $18, clients 
get a regular, old-fashioned clipper 
cut, a flattop, or a crew or military 
cut. “We don’t do shaves or any long

cuts,” barber Phillip Stover says. He 
estimates that 10 percent of Male 
Image’s clients are women, but only 
women who like traditional male, 
short looks. 

Benjamin Kaliko, owner of 
A Businessman’s Haircut (300 Mont- 
gomery, S.F. 415-788-4936), in the 
Financial District, believes the bar- 
bershop is the best place to get a con- 
sistent cut. “A good barber can give 
you stable performance with a steady 
hand,” Kaliko says. He offers tradi- 
tional haircuts for $26 but doesn’t do 
shaves. Kaliko’s clients are lawyers, 
CEOs, and other businessmen who 
favor a conservative look. “We're ac- 
tually called “barber-stylists’ these 
days,” he says, “but businessmen don't 
like the word ‘stylist.” 

You'd never hear ‘stylist’ uttered in 
the chair of Ken Connell, owner of the 
Exchange Barber Shop (435 Pine, S.F. 
415-781-9658). He’s been a barber for 
almost 25 years, and he’s proud to say 
he only offers traditional services. 
Business haircuts are $20; shaves, 
beard trims, and face massages are 
also available. No chemical treatments 
are offered. 

Diversification or not, most suc- 
cessful barbers agree that in addition 
to the right skills, personal service is 
key. “The names of the styles change, 
but the basic styles are similar,” Mar- 
tin says. “What some call a white wall 
may be a high taper to others. Then 
there are the styles that come and go, 
like the Mohawk and graphing. A 
good barber develops the talent to 
visualize what the customer is ask- 
ing for and the ability to execute

Flu panic 


can’t think of the last time I went through flu season without a vaccina- 

tion. It might have been 10 years ago, or possibly 8. That’s why I found 

myself gripped with panic when I suddenly started seeing headlines 

about “the flu crisis.” As I sat on the bus last week reading a sensational- 

istic story in the New York Times (albeit not by science trash queen Gina 
Kolata), I found myself eyeing the morning commuters with alarm. Each of 
them could be a giant bag of virus. Little viruses were floating in the air all 
around me, just waiting to zoom up my nose or squiggle into a micro-cut 
on my hand. Fuck! I needed to get off that bus and go live in a castle like 
the goddamn nobility did to survive the plague! 

A few days later a friend dismissed my flu panic with an acerbic com- 
ment about people having lived with the disease for thousands of years. “I 
just don’t see what the big deal is,” she said. 

The big deal is that flu seriously sucks. You get horribly sick for weeks on 
end and think you're dying because the aches and pains and sniffles and 
barfing and shivering are so bad. You can't sleep; you can’t be awake. 
Sometimes it even kills you. 

Of course, most of us healthy people between the ages of 2 and 65 don’t 
get mutilated viruses injected into our upper arm muscles because we fear 
death. We just don’t want to get sick. The fact is, most flu isn’t as deadly as 
SARS. The Centers for Disease Control and Prevention estimated last year 
that 36,000 people in the United States die annually from flu-related com- 
plications. Compare that with the 950,000 deaths annually from cardiovas- 
cular disease, or (my personal favorite in the “death stats” genre) the 1,000 
deaths annually from falling down stairs. Flu is hardly as menacing as 
you'd think — although admittedly it’s 36 times more likely to kill you 
than falling down stairs.

The flu vaccine is like a biotech version of taking a shower — it’s micro- 
bial hygiene. I mean, showers aren’t necessary, and we certainly did without 
them for thousands of years. 

But let’s face it: people who take showers once in a while are healthier 
and feel better. Our cuts don’t get infected; there aren’t as many weird 
bacterial invasions of our skin; icky discharges are washed away. I don’t 
need showers any more than I need a flu shot. But I’m happier when I 
have both. 

I blame UC Berkeley for hooking me on the vaccine. They gave that shit 
out like it was candy. You'd just waltz into the clinic during flu shot week, 
wait in line, and get punctured for a couple of bucks. Later I worked at a 
place where my employer made some kind of deal with a local clinic to 
come in and shoot us up for less than $20 a pop. I’m not entirely sure they 
even worked — I’ve gotten terribly sick a couple of times over the past 
decade. Was it flu? I don’t know. But I always felt safer with the vaccine 
running through my veins. 

I’m clearly in the realm of magical thinking here, as this year’s “crisis” 
demonstrates. The shortage was triggered by the recall of more than 50 
million doses of vaccine manufactured by Chiron, a California company 
whose supply was found to be contaminated with bacteria. So it’s not exact- 
ly as if getting a shot is always the best idea. And while we're on the “not 
good ideas” tip, it’s also not especially brilliant to allow one or two large 
companies to dominate the market in flu vaccine. Just one mistake and 
we're left to make weird choices about whether the president should sacri- 
fice his dose like a good American (thus risking illness and possibly leaving 
us in the hands of Dick Cheney), and whether it’s more important for kids 
or the elderly to be dosed. These are the kinds of political questions I'd 
rather avoid. 

Meanwhile, there are outbreaks of flu in my home state of California. I 
could be next. But I think if you gave me a choice between no more show- 
ers and no more flu vaccine, I’d chuck the vaccine. Showers rule. +

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Sure of you

ike many mountain ranges, the 

Himalayas constitute a border 

country, a snow-dusted wall sep- 

arating cultures, languages, reli- 

gions, histories. On the one side 
is the great mass of India, with its 
Sanskritic tongue, its curries, and its 
Hinduism; on the other is China, land 
of Confucius and steamed dumplings. 
And not far off to one side is the aptly 
named Indo-Chinese peninsula, 
which brings to the mix a certain 
tropicality. 

Nepal, when located on a globe, re- 
sembles a bumper or bushing, a nar- 
row length of mountain country fit- 
ted between a pair of forceful giants. 
In that sense it differs from its moun- 
tainous Eurasian relation Switzerland, 
which isn’t wedged between a mere 
pair of great powers but surrounded 
by a gaggle of medium-size ones. Pre- 
sumably this is less stressful, the fric- 
tive cultural energy being more 
broadly diffused. On the other hand, 
the two places do share a certain mix- 
and-match identity that reveals itself 
not least in food. In Switzerland this 
means schnitzel with dry white wihe 
from the Valais and, perhaps, gelato 
for dessert; in Nepal it means tan- 
doori chicken, possibly preceded by a 
plate of momos and accompanied by 
chana masala served in a handsome, 
two-handled brass pot that looks 
vaguely Thai. 

At Taste of the Himalayas the 
momos — there is a vegetarian ver- 
sion ($7.50), stuffed with spinach, 
onion, and potato, and a beef ver- 
sion — are actually memories of the 
previous tenant, Lhasa Moon, which 
for some years was the only Tibetan 
restaurant in the metropolitan area. 
The momos themselves, steamed 
dumplings puckeringly gathered to- 
gether at the top (the converging 
folds are like the stem ends of an un- 
husked tomatillo), rather strongly 
resemble the Chinese buns called 
shumai, and they remind us that 


Tibet isn’t so much an abutment of 
China as an unwilling part of it. 

But that is a hard story for some- 
one else to tell. For us, the matter at 
hand is the segue from Lhasa Moon 
to Taste of the Himalayas, from a Ti- 
betan to a primarily Nepalese cuisine 
— which means mainly a drift toward 
a menu most of us would recognize as 
subcontinental in its recitation of, 
among other familiar choices, naan, 
basmati rice, and the yogurt-cucumber 
condiment raita. 

There are some definitively 
Nepalese preparations, prominent 
among them the chicken chili ($7.95), 
strips of boneless chicken meat mari- 
nated in yogurt with spices and 
sautéed with some tomato. The result 
is a close relation of tandoori chicken: 


same color but a bit richer (because of 


the sautéing) and sweeter (because of 
the tomato). The menu lists the dish 
as an appetizer, but it is substantial 
enough to make up a meal for an or- 
dinary appetite. It also, for us, found 
its way into the lunch special ($9), 
where it joined a tasty parade of cur- 
ried vegetables (potato, cauliflower, 
zucchini, tomato), a cup of pureed 
lentil soup, and a basket of naan tri- 
angles, crisp and fresh from the oven. 
And there are items you would 
find in Indian and Pakistani restau- 
rants all over town. Among these 
usual suspects are saag paneer 
($9.50), spinach cooked with mild 
spices and cubes of white cheese, 
and chana masala ($9.50), chickpeas 
in a well-seasoned onion sauce. I 
don’t think I’ve ever had bad rendi- 
tions of these dishes anywhere, but 
Taste’s kitchen is in the top stratum 
of seasoning boldness. You are 
asked, incidentally, how spicy you 
want things to be; we like spicy food, 
but we found “medium” — two little 
chile pepper icons — to provide 
ample kick. And a further incidental: 
the cheese cubes in the saag paneer 
are lightly fried. I had not seen this

before; typically the cheese is fresh. 

We did find one dish that didn’t 
quite measure up. That was the 
kukhura ko tarkari ($10.95), cubes of 
boneless chicken meat stewed with 
onions and tomato. It sounded as if 
it would be like, or a kind of, chicken 
tikka masala, and in fact our server 
so referred to it when reading back 
our order. And so it was, though the 
characteristic pinkish-orange sauce 
turned out to be a bit thicker and 
sweeter than ideal. 

Also thick and sweet, though this 
time delightfully, was the chyang ($3), 
a milky Himalayan concoction of rice 
and barley that, like sake, occupies a 
border country between wine and 
beer. It is a favorite of the Sherpas, 
those doughty Nepalese best known 
in this country for leading people to 
the summit of Mount Everest. 

The young co-owner of Taste of 


the Himalayas, Pemba Sherpa, is a 
Sherpa. We did not glimpse him in 
mountaineering gear (unless those 
were mountaineering sneakers), but 
he did assure us that he has the “big 
lungs” of his people — useful for 
breathing at high altitudes, if not at 
the top of Everest then in Kathman- 
du, the capital of Nepal and his 
hometown. His restaurant hometown 
is Sonoma, on whose fabled town 
square the original Taste of the Hi- 
malayas is to be found. Exotic food 
migrating into the city instead of ra- 
diating from it? Sure enough. **

than we do, and one suspects 

their advantage in this area is due 
only in part to the fact that G.W. Bush 
is not their president. When | say 
“more,” | mean a Jot more; the 
French, on average, uncork a bottie 
of champers nearly once a week, 
whereas we do so only two or three 
times a year. Clearly the French re- 
gard the drinking of champagne as 
part of the good life; the speciainess 
of the everyday. For us it is a more 
overtly celebratory thing — a drink to 
savor when, Say, you’ve just man- 
aged to steal another election, this 
time against an opponent you crudely 
impugned as a garlic-breath Fran- 
cophile and, no doubt, a champagne 
drinker. Of course you are a virtuous 
dry drunk, guided by the whisperings 
of God, so just a splash, discreetly. 

By the time this column's succes- 
sor appears next week, there is some 
possibility we will know who has won 
the presidential election. While [am 
for the most part a reality-based per- 
son with little interest in, and less use 
for, omens and portents, | note for the 
record that | have partaken of cham- 
pagne twice in the past three weeks 
— which is not quite a French clip 
but a far livelier one than has been 
typical lately on these dour, neo-puri- 
tan shores. In the rising and hopeful 
spirit of champagneness, | even went 
out and replaced my ancient stopper, 
that implement of chrome, plastic, 
and rubber you Squeeze onto half- 
emptied bottles so the wine within 
retains its fizz until you are able to 
finish it off. Experience suggests this 
interval can usually be measured in 
minutes, not hours, though the stop- 
per makes a handsome addition to 
any bottle of champagne — it has an. 
aura like that of a shining star atop a 
Christmas tree — and even flat 
champagne can be useful as a sub- 
stitute for marsala in zabaglione, the 
pale yellow cloud of whipped, sweet- 
ened egg yolks and wine that pours 
so beautifully over mixed fruit.

y chickens weren't born in the city, but they did grow up there and laid 
their first eggs there and learned to sleep with other people’s lights on 
and wake up at the crack of smog to the din of Caesar Chavez Street. 

They learned to live on burritos, and to not say hi to everyone they 
see, and to watch for buses, and to try and look tough and crazy when 
they went out on their own at night. 

They went to yoga. 

I'm talking about my city chickens, my current crop or flock or gaggle. Gang. 
You've read about other chickens of mine that were born and brung up and ate 
by bobcats and foxes in the country when I lived in Sonoma County before. And 
you read that I’m back, right? Occidental this time, with hippie hicks and some- 
body famous, but I forget who. 

So last week I constructed my white-trashiest chicken coop ever, and then 
when I was down here in the city over the weekend, I had to go give my girls the 
news. “Let’s go, girls,” I said. 

They said, “Cluck cluck,” which is just about all I ever get out of them, and 
which I took to mean, in this case, “Where? What the—?” 

“You're going to have to learn how to live in the country now,’ I said. “You'll get 
used to it. You're chickens. Just watch out for foxes and bobcats.” 

“Cluck,” they said, which I took to mean: “Fuck.” 

I told them not to worry, that I would be sitting outside on a log most of the 
time, with a piece of straw in my mouth and a shotgun across my lap. Don’t 
worry. And they said cluck cluck cluck, or “What? Us? Worry?” 

While they were getting their shit packed up for the trip, I went to play a little 
Ping-Pong at the Park Chalet with this jazzy cool-beans calypso group I’ve been 
Lord Existing with on the side.

Lord Existing v. being Lord Exister; being, existing, esp. as in playing Ping-Pong as 
a manner of expressing one’s existence. | 

Have you ever been to the Park Chalet? Don’t worry, I’m not going to review it. 
No — yes, I am going to review it. To illustrate a point. Point being: if you live in 
San Francisco, or the San Francisco Bay Area and you are not in two or three 
bands, or even one band, then ... what are you waiting for? 

The Park Chalet is at the Beach Chalet, across the street from Ocean Beach, 
corner of Fulton. The Beach Chalet is the upstairs dining room with windows 
out onto the ocean, I’m guessing; but we were playing downstairs, in back, in this 
sort of glassed-in patio area. There’s a bar. They serve food. And there’s a fire- 
place in the middle of the room. The bands set up right in front of the fireplace, 
which was nice this day ’cause it was rainy and cold. 

I'd never been there before, but I'd heard the food was good, and they have 
homemade beers, so in between our first and second sets I ordered a little something. 
Now, this is not Cheap Eats. It’s not over-the-top fancy-pants, but it’s not cheap 
either, not by my standards. Other than appetizing appetizers like spicy ginger 
chicken wings ($8), the cheapest thing on the menu is, of course, the burger ($10). 

The catch is that the band eats for half-price. So, bam, just like that a half- 
pound 10-clam highbrow hamburger is five clams, with fries. Cheap eats. So 
you see why I’m saying you gotta be in bands? 

First thing people say when they find out I’m a food writer, so to speak, is 
“Wow! Do you get free meals?” Hell no, I pay for my meals. Keeps me honest. 

I get free meals (or in this case cheap meals) by being in a band. Free drinks too. 
Otherwise I would never be able to afford to get drunk. In many cases, such as 
those involving cover charges, I wouldn’t even be able to afford to go out. 

So, OK, so ... be in a band. That’s step 2. Step 1 (optional) is to learn an 
instrument if you don’t already know one. I recommend steel drum. I'll make 
one for you, and give you lessons. It’s going to be my new business: Blind 
Leading the Blind School of Music. Motto: Drink free! Eat cheap! You sure as 
hell aren’t going to make any money at it. 

I ordered a burger, and I ordered the chicken wings, so now I have two things 
to say instead of just one. The burger sure looked good! The chicken wings sure 
looked good! 

I spent the whole second set staring at them setting there, on a table. Drooling 
into my pan more than playing it. Really though, they were really good. Even cold.

udging by some of the sorry-ass mojitos I’ve quaffed, mixing a mojito is 
tougher than you might imagine.

Charlie and the 
true-crime factory 


Fifteen years in the making, Jim Van Bebber’s 7he Manson Family gives 
new meaning to the phrase cult film. By Cheryl Eddy 


he gruesome exploits of 

Charles Manson and 

company were so sensa- 

tional — involving sex, 

drugs, movie stars, rock 
stars, religion, brainwashing, 
Beatles lyrics, Death Valley, and 
murder, murder, murder — 
that it’s no surprise they con- 
tinue to infiltrate popular cul- 
ture. The events of that 
doomed summer of ’69 have 
given rise to an opera, count- 
less books and Web sites, trib- 
utes in song by everyone from 
Sonic Youth to Ozzy 
Osbourne, the sight of Axl 
Rose striding around in a 
Manson T-shirt on MTV, and a 
Nine Inch Nails album record- 
ed at the era’s most notorious 
crime scene, a sprawling man- 
sion at 10050 Cielo Dr., high 
above Beverly Hills. 

Though the home was 
demolished in 1994 (a new 
manse, optimistically dubbed 
Villa Bella, was erected on the 
site; the street number was 
also changed), legend has it 
Trent Reznor made off with 
the front door — the same 
door, not coincidentally, that 
had borne the word pig, 
scrawled in victim Sharon 
Tate’s blood, nearly three 
decades before. Like Ted 
Bundy’s V.W. bug, or one of 
John Wayne Gacy’s clown 
paintings, the door is a 
macabre relic, made priceless 
by its association with crimes 
that might be called unspeak- 
able, if we couldn’t stop talk- 
ing about them. 

The media circus that accompa- 
nied Manson's trial in the early 1970s 
has quieted, though every time any of 
his cohorts comes up for parole — 
Leslie Van Houten, just 19 at the time 
of the murders, was recently denied 
release for the 15th time — you can 
be sure Court TV will report on it. 
Manson’s freaky charisma and his 
status as the guy who ruined the 
1960s, remains potent; Geraldo 
Rivera called him a “mass-murdering 
dog” during a confrontational 1988 
interview, during which Manson 
promised to “chop up more of you 
motherfuckers.” 

Manson celebrates his 70th birthday 
this November; he’s spent probably 
two-thirds of those years behind bars.

Still, his brief time on the outside was 
colorfully destructive enough to 
inspire two telefilms based on Helter 
Skelter, the true-crime best-seller writ- 
ten by Vincent Bugliosi, the “D.A. 
from L.A.” who prosecuted the case 
against Manson and his followers. 

The 1976 Helter Skelter miniseries 
— according to CBS, the “highest- 
rated two-part made-for-TV movie 
ever” — remains probably the best- 
known dramatic rehash of the case. 
It follows Bugliosi’s determined quest 
to suss out the motive behind a 
string of murders — Tate and four 
others at Cielo Drive, plus a married 
couple named LaBianca — that 
couldn't be more senseless or bizarre. 
Much of film’s dialogue quotes 


directly from trial transcripts 
(giving rise to classic lines like 
“Leave a sign ... something 
witchy!”), and the film’s mid- 
°70s patina lends a realism to 
the proceedings that the 
2004 remake lacks. There’s 
also the considerable power 
of Steve Railsback’s perform- 
ance — never before, or 
since, has the bug-eyed “me 
so crazy” acting style been so 
chillingly effective. 

However, as Manson buffs 
will quickly point out, the 
admittedly fascinating Helter 
Skelter remains something of 
a one-sided affair. As the tag 
line for Jim Van Bebber’s 
long-awaited new film, The 
q Manson Family, asserts, 

“You've seen the story 

through the eyes of the law — 

now see it through the eyes of 
the Manson Family.” Fittingly 
enough, inspiration struck 

Van Bebber (Deadbeat at 

Dawn) while he was eye- 

balling the Rivera-Manson 

chautauqua. Cut to 15 years of 
filming, tinkering, and 
fundraising later, and The 

Manson Family is finally fin- 

ished — the rare film to 

achieve cult fame even before 
its release. 

Shot on color-saturated 
film that’s often doctored to 
add a scratchy, deliberately 
off-putting look to the pro- 
ceedings, The Manson Family 
borrows from low-budget 
horror, experimental, and 
trash films past — Al 

Adamson, Andy Milligan, 
Kenneth Anger, and Natural Born 
Killers all come to mind. Re-creations 
of key events (including the murders, 
played out in lurid detail) mix with 
jailhouse “interviews” with the con- 
victed, who share sometimes con- 
flicting memories of what “really” 
happened. They also dismiss 
Bugliosi’s theory that “Helter Skelter” 
— a coming race war, informed by 
the Beatles, the Bible, and Manson’s 
unique take on the world — was the 
motive. Rather, they argue, the 
crimes were copycat jobs aimed at 
getting a jailed family member, 
Bobby Beausoleil, off the hook. The 
cast of unknowns (Van Bebber plays 
Beausoleil) overcome sometimes lim- 
ited acting skills with sheer bravado, 
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flailing around naked, waving knives, 
and cackling with abandon. With 
Manson’s own eerie folk tunes play- 
ing in the background (much of the 
rest of the score is composed by 
Pantera’s Phil Anselmo), one starts 
to get the feeling that, yep, these are 
the kind of folks who'd be capable 
of tasting a pregnant woman’s blood, 
or carving the word war in a dead 
man’s stomach. 

As if the killings weren't grotesque 
enough on their own, The Manson 
Family noses a blood-spattered cam- 
era lens into areas “the law” — or 
network TV — would never dare to 
explore. If you've ever wondered what 
life among the Spahn Ranch faithful 
might've been like, likely scenarios 
abound: orgies in the grass, orgies 
around a bonfire, orgiastic acid trips, 
skinny-dipping, Dumpster-diving, 
gang rape, and Manson-centric phi- 
losophizing about the importance of 
“being in the now.” The “descent into 
group madness,” as one participant 
recalls, was gradual, with individual 
personalities melding into a single 
“extension of Charlie.” 

The Manson Family tends to intro- 
duce characters with little explana- 
tion or exposition, which might ren- 
der it confusing to the uninitiated. 
Anyone who’s read Helter Skelter,,or 
Ed Sanders’s The Family, though, will 
zero in on the familiar details and 
appreciate the attention given to less- 
er-known facets of the case, including 
a botched drug deal that ended with 
the shooting of a man Manson 
believed was a member of the Black 
Panthers. That incident was “the first 
domino to tip over,” explains Jack 
Wilson, host of Crime Scene, a fic- 
tional MSNBC Investigates-type show 
Van Bebber uses as a framing device 
in his film. 

Wilson, as it turns out, is produc- 
ing a 25th-anniversary special on the 
murders — but since he’s tired of 
seeing Manson’s iconic stare all over 
the place (including the local comic 
book shop), he’s focusing solely on 
the kids who actually committed the 
murders. This doesn’t sit well with a 
knife-toting gang of Manson- 
obsessed hooligans who've been 
stalking the newsman from afar. 
Clearly, Van Bebber’s aiming to draw 
the Manson mythology into the pres- 
ent day, but it’s these segments that 
are The Manson Family’s weakest link, 
needlessly adding a contemporary 
chapter to a tale that still resonates 
plenty loudly on its own. Still, if 
Helter Skelter would have you believe 
that justice has been served, and that 
we're all perfectly safe now, The 
Manson Family’s wild-eyed, Manson- 
crazed nihilists make a convincing 
case otherwise. %

Drunk on love 


As his peers get lost in the stars, Alexander Payne moves miles ahead 
with Sideways. By Johnny Ray Huston 


ou can count on Alexander 
Payne to bring the pain to his 
characters. Take the subject of 
age, a sore spot for disgruntled 
and confused or maniacally 
power-mad teens (Election), for young 
mothers with too many hard knocks 
and not enough resources (Citizen 
Ruth), and for retirees who've come to 
the too-late realization that the life 
they’ve led isn’t even a life (About 
Schmidt). Payne’s new film, Sideways, 
dives into that reliably self-involved, 
potentially lamest of periods — mid- 
dle age — with Olympian skill. The 
director’s no stranger to adult woes: 
Election flicked one embarrassing dis- 
appointment after another at Matthew 
Broderick’s trapped-in-high-school 
teacher. But this time Payne uncovers 
the sentiment beneath his corrosive 
satire. With Sideways, he takes a 


chance on extending best wishes to his 


characters, and the risk pays off. 

As autumn arrived, Sideways pitch 
—a couple of buddies hit wine coun- 
try — seemed ho-hum. It was hard 
not to think, “Yeah, and?,” especially 
since Payne’s supposed peers were set

to unveil high-concept comedies 
complete with elaborate movie-star 
constellations. Lily Tomlin and 
Isabelle Huppert under the gaze of 
David O. Russell? How could it go 
wrong? Well, I Heart Huckabees did, 
and it would be foolish to assume Wes 
Anderson’s The Life Aquatic with Steve 
Zissou will successfully swim up out 


of the Hollywood fishbowl for air. 
About Schmidt's misanthropic sour 
grapes hinted that Payne was beginning 
to have similar problems distinguishing 
character from caricature, and Sideways 
might easily have been a run-of-the- 
mill valley in his career. Instead, Payne's 
fourth go-round rivals Election as a 
highlight, precisely because he allows 
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actors to breathe life into roles. The 
leisurely paced story, based on a just- 
published novel by Rex Pickett, follows 
depressive wine connoisseur Miles 
(Paul Giamatti) and second-rate actor 
but first-rate womanizer Jack (Thomas 
Haden Church) as they rove through 
Santa Barbara County’s wineries and 
recovery spots. On the eve of Jack’s 
betrothal — as in About Schmidt, the 
plotline moves, with growing dread, 
toward a climactic wedding date — 
this odd couple think they're going on 
vacation. But their holiday winds up 
teaching them a hard lesson or two. In 
Jack’s case, failing that, it kicks his ass. 
The wake-up calls come from Maya 
(Virginia Madsen) and Stephanie 
(Sandra Oh), the pair’s respective 
romantic interests. To some degree, 
Sideways qualifies as a sort of Carnal 
Knowledge-lite, comically upbraiding 
the type of male entitlement usually 
taken for granted in buddy pictures. In 
interviews, Payne has been up-front 
about the influence of pre-Jaws ’70s 
American cinema on his sensibility, 
and Sideways is a film for adults, albeit 
one with uproarious streaks — largely 
and at least once literally supplied by 
Church — of juvenile comedy. 
Giamatti’s Miles is more fully rendered 
than his Harvey Pekar in American 
Splendor; this type of character —a 
frustrated writer and “expert” — is 
pure critic bait, but he doesn’t pander. 
Few current studio directors, per- 
haps none, are as attentive as Payne is 
to regional detail. Hollywood largely 


mirrors itself, and the Sundance school 
Payne has emerged from — Napoleon 
Dynamite excepted — is oh-so-drably 
earnest about its dedication to small- 
town or rural terrain. With each film, 
Payne motors further and spends more 
time away from his hometown of 
Omaha, Neb. This time Payne severs 
the Omaha tie completely, and he actu- 
ally seems smitten with Sideways’ 
Californian—but—not—Los Angeles land- 
scape. Still, his eye is far from uncriti- 
cal, especially when a tourist trap or 
suburban tract comes into view. 

It’s no accident that there’s more 
sunlight here than in all of Payne’s past 
work combined. Still, Sideways’ truly 
resplendent moments come from 
Madsen. More than a decade after the 
low-budget art-damaged horror of 
Candyman established her as a talent to 
watch, she’s finally been given the kind 
of role she deserves. To a degree, this is 
Payne’s version of Tarantino's Jackie 
Brown gift to Pam Grier — in fact, he 
gives Madsen a pair of arias, both 
make-or-break moments for the film. 
The first is Sideways’ highlight, and the 
second is its final grace note. Both 
times Madsen transforms an excellent 
film into, at least briefly, a truly great 
one. Every once in a while, it seems, it 
pays to have faith in actors. +

All teeth, no soul 


Saw : crass, sensational, gruesome, ludicrous, and ... dull.

f all the driving reasons to make a feature 

film, the reliably worst one (from an artis- 

tic standpoint at least) is to get signed by a 

major studio. Blatant careerism isn’t inher- 

ently evil. But when you're making creative 
decisions by second-guessing what might most 
impress a bottom line-oriented executive, you're 
almost sure to end up with something that (a) is 
flashy in ways reflecting recent music-video 
trends, (b) got its ideas solely from other, better 
movies, and (c) has no relation to recognizable 
human behavior and dialogue. 

Which, of course, doesn’t make Sparky X. 
Filmschool’s debut very different from most of 
what's playing at the multiplex (except he or she 
made it for less money). When the plucky young 
filmmakers of Saw discussed how they came up 
with their concept after a Sundance screening this 
January, it was a reminder of how innocent cyni- 
cism can be. Nothing could’ve been simpler: they 
just wanted a break and, if necessary, would create 
one themselves. It would be a horror film, because 
that’s commercial; mostly a two-characters-in- 
one-room piece, because that’s cheap. James Wan 
had directed shorts and Australian TV shows like 
More Great Vegetarian Dishes; this strictly-for-

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carnivores feature would prove he could “handle” 
mainstream action stuff. He collaborated on the 
script with fellow Aussie Leigh Whannell, an actor, 
who naturally included a lead role for himself. 

It sounded as though they’d been prepping for 
the SATS. I kept waiting to hear something about 
ideas they wanted to express, passion for the 
medium, filmmakers who'd inspired them, etc. 
Meanwhile, hell froze over. Why did they make 
the movie? Well ... to get to make other movies. 

And they will, Which isn’t nearly as depressing a 
prospect as actually sitting through Saw, a movie 
that’s crass, sensational, gruesome, dull, ludicrous, 
laughable, and sort of offensive all at once. It’s not 
just soulless; it keeps shoving you around and 
grinning like an idiot, assuming you're delighted 
too. Last year another poor mess of a pastiched 
indie horror film, Cabin Fever, won some good 
reviews and a fairly wide release. This one strikes 
me as even worse — but what do I know? 

The cost-effective gimmick, which does indeed 
sound exactly like the setup for a joke, is: two 
guys wake up in a room, no idea how they got 
there, each ankle-chained to a solid-steel girder. 
There’s a lifeless body lying in a pool of blood 
between them. A message played on a Walkman 
informs the two strangers that middle-aged Dr. 
Gordon (Cary Elwes) has to kill young piss-’n’- 
moaner Adam (Whannell) in the next few hours, 
or their unnamed, unseen, and mysteriously 
motivated captor will murder the doc’s wife and 
child. The duo thus begin wracking their brains 
to figure a way — hopefully one not involving 
Adam’s demise or severing limbs with a handy 
circular saw — in order to free themselves. 

Meanwhile, outside this dank institutional 


basement, police detectives Tapp (Danny Glover) 
and Sing (Ken Leung) are hunting down the 
“Jigsaw Killer.” The maniac’s prior victims were 
similarly abducted, bound, then left alone to 
complete grisly tasks by strict deadlines or else 
suffer grotesquely customized Seven-style deaths. 

To Saw’s credit, the killer's identity does 
remain a mystery and is revealed in a late 
moment of genuine surprise. But by then, the 
revelation is just one more arbitrary, gratuitous 
shock in a movie that can’t maintain an effect or 
atmosphere longer than it takes to say “Boo!” The 
convoluted script is pretty much nothing but red 
herrings, rote false scares, over-the-top yet uno- 
riginal gross-outs, and that telltale sign of poor 
workmanship, the flashback within a flashback. 

So much hyperbole ought to be a lot more fun 
than it is. Unfortunately, Wan, Whannell, and 
their collaborators (particularly composer 
Charlie Clouser) play Whack-a-Mole so strenu- 
ously with the viewer that enervated tedium sets 
in fast, alleviated only by the occasional crude 
goosing. There’s one really frightening thing 
about Saw, however: its deployment of Danny 
Glover in a formula supporting role any journey- 
man actor could have done just as well. Glover is 
a brilliant actor at the top of his game — but a 
couple good TV flicks and the unjustly maligned 
Beloved aside, what in recent years has been wor- 
thy of him? This is a guy I'd like to see play King 
Lear or one of O’Neill’s major roles. Seeing him 
waste time in such dumb, tasteless schlock lifts 
Saw from artistic misdemeanor to felony. *

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Tiger, tiger, burning bright 


Thailand’s bravest filmmaker, Apichatpong “Joe” Weerasethakul emerges from the jungle with a second trophy from Cannes 
and a retrospective residency South of Market. By Chuck Stephens 


he cliché one typically first 

encounters about Thailand, 

especially if the pages of the 

Lonely Planet are your intro- 

ductory text, is that the country 
is often referred to as the “Land of 
Smiles.” Thai people, we’re often told, 
are friendly and welcoming, given less 
to work than to pleasure and play, 
and extremely service-oriented 
toward tourists, sometimes to a 
degree that sets off various moral 
alarms. But as some seasoned globe- 
trotters who've stayed a bit too long 
in Thailand never seem to tire of 
telling whomever will listen, the bitter 
flip side of that first cliché is the way 
those bright and blinding smiles have 
a nasty habit of burning out, usually 
after your final visit to a Bangkok 
ATM climaxes with a message includ- 
ing the words “transaction declined, 
insufficient funds.” 

Of course, this extremely cynical 
sort of “wisdom” about modern 
Siamese hospitality is just as hoary a 
cliché as the first, though both have a 
certain basis in truth. It’s not that 
Thais aren’t entirely sympathetic to 
the adage, coined by Benjamin 
Franklin, that “fish and visitors stink 
after three days”; they’ve just devel- 
oped a somewhat higher tolerance for 
what might elsewhere constitute 
already-spoiled goods. And they real- 
ly do smile a lot, even if, as often as 
not, they’re doing so as a way of 
avoiding conflict or covering up con- 
fusion, rather than as an invitation 
for pontificating expats to linger on 
their bar stools more than a minute 
beyond their visa’s expiration date. 

What the Janus-faced dialectic of 
these attitudes toward Thailand have 
to do with Tropical Malady — the 
astonishing and Cannes award— 
winning new feature by director 
Apichatpong “Joe” Weerasethakul, 
Yerba Buena Center for the Arts’ 
artist in residence this week — is nei- 
ther clear-cut nor entirely mysterious, 
though it’s a connection that seems as 
evocative and elusive as the movie 
itself. Structured as two visually and 
emotionally distinctive if narratively 
and thematically interlinked halves, 
Tropical Malady evolves from fric- 
tions between the real and the hallu- 
cinated and pits initially welcoming 
smiles and constant playfulness 
against irrational desires and over- 
whelming dread. The film’s first half 
consists of an extremely sunny and 
lighthearted, if slightly discombobu- 
lated, portrait of the romance that 
develops between Keng a soldier on 


temporary leave from his regular sta- 
tion patrolling a dense Thai forest, 
and Tong, a fresh-faced country boy 
who inexplicably walks off into the 
night just as the affair is heating up 
and the film has reached its one-hour 
mark. In the weave of folkloric phan- 
tasms and ongoing psychic schisms 
that make up Tropical Malady’s sec- 
ond half, the smiles of the first are 
swallowed by the night when Keng 
finds himself alone and back in the 
jungle, tracking a mysterious ani- 
mal that’s believed to be devouring 
local livestock.

Pralat, which can be translated as 
simply as “monster” or as ambigu- 
ously as “shape-shifter” — might 
turn out to be anything like your 
average boy-meets-boy romance. As 
Apichatpong’s admiring critics and 
fans have been pointing out for 
quite a while now, it’s precisely the 
significant absence of anything 
average or expected that makes the 
work of this extremely talented 
visionary seem so startlingly new. 
In weird fusions of fiction and 
documentary like his Buddhist- 
surrealist meditation on story-

Given that Keng is also attempt- 
ing to come to grips with the hole 
Tong left in his heart, one might 
expect the companionship of the 
film’s first half will give way to iso- 
lated loneliness in the second — 
but that expectation dissolves with 
the arrival of a talking monkey, a 
glowing tree that emits otherworld- 
ly bleeps and static buzz, the pale 
poltergeist that rises up and wan- 
ders off from the carcass of a cow, 
and a panting and enormous tiger 
that seems to be stalking Keng and 
projecting its thoughts directly into 
the increasingly addled soldier’s 
head. Dissolved as well are any sus- 
picions that, even with Strand 
Releasing distributing the film 
across the United States, Tropical 
Malady — whose Thai title is Sat 
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telling, Mysterious Object at Noon, 
and the rash-infected erotic idyll 
Blissfully Yours, as well as in an 
ongoing series of gallery-bound 
videotapes such as a ruralized 
rethink of snooty urban soap 
operas, Haunted Houses, Apichatpong 
is almost single-handedly inventing 
modern Thai independent and exper- 
imental cinema, even if he’s better 
known in France than among mul- 
tiplex audiences in Bangkok, 
who’ve only just begun to under- 
stand and embrace their controver- 
sial native son. Much like Tropical 
Malady itself, Apichatpong is a 
world-class shape-shifter — a film- 
maker and film-shaker who man- 
ages to be many things all at once, 
even if there’s one thing he'll never 
be at all: an ordinary Joe. 


Bay Guardian: In the press notes for 
Tropical Malady, you write that in the 
film’s first half, “times are happy and 
love is uncomplicated for young soldier 
Keng and country boy Tong.” Given the 
never-ending smiles and complete fam- 
ily and social acceptance that seem to 
envelop them, are you really suggesting 
that love between two men is typically 
unproblematic in Thailand? That 
scarcely seems likely, given that, con- 
trary to certain erroneous international 
assumptions, it’s far from “the truth.” 
Or is it that, in the same way we tend 
to idealize our memories, particularly

of the loved ones we've lost, there’s 
something else going on? 

Apichatpong Weerasethakul: After 
the movie is over, I want audiences to 
ask themselves about which part of 
the movie is real or fantasy, or how 
real folktales and memories might be. 
As I always say, one part of the film 
cannot exist without the other; when 
you look at one part only, it becomes 
meaningless. Even though the first 
part is presented quite casually and 
sometimes in an almost documentary 
manner, as you've sensed here, some- 
thing is not quite right about the 
people and the environment that 
these two guys seem to be living in. 

BG: Can you comment on the film’s 
Thai title, Sat Pralat? 

AW: It’s a term that’s often used by 
kids to describe a monster in car- 


toons, a monster movie that can’t be 
taken seriously, or old-style tales read 
by and to kids. 

BG: The idea of a human who takes 
on the shape of a tiger in the woods 
comes up in your first film, Mysterious 
Object at Noon, when some school- 
children bring up a “witch-tiger” 
they'd read about or seen in a cartoon. 
In Tropical Malady, the first appear- 
ance of a human turned tiger is also in 
the form of a woman. I know there 
have been several Thai films that con- 
tain tiger-women, most recently 
Bhandit Rittikol’s Tigress of King 
River. How does such an entity func- 
tion for you? 

AW: It is a typical folktale that 
exists in most parts of the world. 
From my recent visit to the Pusan 
film festival, I know they have this 
tale in Korea as well. For me, I just 
like tigers because they are considered 
the king of the jungle, especially in 
this region of the world. In that way, 
the tiger is connected with the sol- 
dier, who’s also an authority figure, 
and another kind of king — especial- 
ly in certain gay stereotypes and fan- 
tasies about men in uniforms. So 
these are two beautiful beasts we are 
talking about. 

BG: All of your films seem to have 
certain continuities from one to the 
next. Tropical Malady opens with sol- 
diers discovering a dead man’s body at 
the edge of a forest; this man might be 
the guy from Blissfully Yours whose 
motorcycle was stolen while he was 
making love to the older woman, Orn. 
What are these connections all about? 

AW: If you watch closely, Orn also 
mentioned a soldier named Keng in 
Blissfully Yours. These details are, for 
me, about the continuity of time in 
my own life. It’s as if my films are like 
mini-diaries of my recollections of 
certain things and events and I feel 
the need to assemble them on some 
kind of timeline. In my future work, 
you'll see these characters get older 
with me. 

BG: Tropical Malady contains scat- 
tered references to folktales and litera- 
ture. Few non-Thai audience members 
will know who Noi Inthanon is — can 
you fill us in? 

AW: Noi Inthanon is a respected 
novelist who is most well-known for 
his jungle adventure stories. They’re 
mainly journeys into various parts of 
Thai jungles by one guy from 
Bangkok, a sort of a hunter who has 
an old villager as a sidekick. 'm a big 
fan of this series. The words he uses

describe the mood of the jungle — 
the-fear, the beauty — very well. But 
it’s not serious stuff, more like a boy’s 
adventure story. It was made into a 
TV series, shot in 16mm in a studio, a 
long time ago, but I’ve never seen it. 
BG: How does the story about Tong’s 


. dog going to the vet and Tong’s discov- 


ery that it has stomach cancer relate to 
the rest of the film? Or is it merely a 
way to get in a visit to the doctor’s office, 
which happens in all your movies? 
AW: I had a dog who had cancer, 
and the situation was exactly like 
that, except that it happened during 
the day, and I had no boyfriend with 
me when I found out he was sick.

BG: Are the two beautiful paintings 
that appear near the end of the film, 
one of a man-beast and one of an 
encounter between a tiger and a man, 
based on specific Buddhist paintings or 
illustrations? 

AW: No, but I wanted them to 
suggest mural paintings in Thai tem- 
ples. That’s the way people used to 
tell stories, on a temple wall, because 
a sacred space was the last place they 
thought might get demolished; it 
seemed a cautious way to preserve 
memories. Another reason | used 
them is that, in the second part, to 
put it simply, the character goes back 
to nature — as if he’s going back to 
a time when there was no civiliza- 
tion. The film’s style needed to 
change to something ancient too, so 
I decided to use silent film tech- 
niques like intertitles and paintings

BG: Though you’ve mentioned the 
way many elements of the film are 
based on your own experiences, it 
seems you're mixing documentary and 
fiction less in Tropical Malady than in 
your earlier films. 

AW: Actually, Tropical Malady is 
more interesting to me because of 
that — in the way that I re-created 
real events and mixed them with 
the actors’ takes on those events. 
And I made sure there are scenes 
that reflect the “filmmaking 
process,” like the awkwardness of 
the actors in front of the camera, 
particularly in the way they smile 
when they know the camera’s on 
them and can’t figure out what else 
to do.

21st-century fate 


Clear-eyed director Peter Sellars looks beyond terrorism’s spectacle 


to challenge the judgment of God. By Robert Avila 


here are times — like 

the 1930s or the 1960s 

or 2004 — when art 

and political action 

draw closer together, 
of necessity; when suddenly 
lots of people are talking 
about, arguing over, and 
pondering the connection 
between the two, even as 
others spend less time talk- 
ing and more time feverish- 
ly experimenting with art as 
cultural activism. This is no 
hobby either. As supposedly 
“legitimate” political insti- 
tutions become further 
walled off from the people 
they pretend to serve and 
represent, the latter can find 
their own voice, and find 
themselves as a community, 
in channels of expression 
and experience opened up by art. 

So what does cultural activism 
mean in the United States today? 
Peter Sellars, the esteemed director of 
theater, opera, and film, has worked 
in that realm for years. But the inten- 
sity of the current crisis has inspired 
him to create an uncharacteristically 
spare and modestly scaled produc- 
tion. For an End to the Judgment of 
God/Kissing God Goodbye combines, 
and takes its title from, two very dis- 
tinct but shrewdly complementary 
texts, one by Antonin Artaud, the 
other by June Jordan. 

“We made it quickly, from a sense 
of urgency and necessity, and it’s 
meant to be incredibly simple, but 
that’s, of course, its strength,” he 
explained to me recently in down- 
town Los Angeles, adding with a 
smile, “The smoke and mirrors, you 
know, are being handled by the 
Pentagon.” 

This week Yerba Buena Center for 
the Arts presents, as part of its “Art 
and Politics” series, this powerfully 
focused performance piece. When 
political reaction takes the form of 
warring theocratic worldviews, reli- 
gion, or spirituality, is equally in need 
of liberation; the two-part strategy 
employed by Sellars calls first for an 
unsettling of unexamined certainties 
in the confrontation of pain, specifi- 
cally the pain of others. In a startling- 
ly subversive stroke, he presents 
Artaud’s 1947 text as a Pentagon 
press briefing on the Afghanistan war 
(actor-activist John Malpede plays the 
Pentagon official). 

“The Artaud text is about blood, 
bones, and shit,” Sellars said. “Those are

three words you'll never hear in these 
press conferences on the war — and, in 
fact, that’s the only reality of war. What 
would it mean, instead of denying the 
presence of pain, to actually explore, 
recognize, and try and understand the 
presence of pain, in some way that is 
genuinely terrifying, instead of this 
simulacrum of a ride at Disneyland, or 
a horror movie, where the terror is a 
thrill? We use the word ‘terrorism’ every 
moment — what's it mean to be in the 
presence of real terror?” 

Your guide comes in the form of 
the final, raging dispatch from the 
extreme ends of consciousness by 
theater’s madman-genius. “Artaud is 
one of the only authors in the history 
of literature that goes to that primal 
place where physical and mental ter- 
ror are real,” Sellars said. “The process 
of confronting those things in the 
space of art means the possibility of 
healing, rather than deepening the 
hurt by denying [it] while you con- 
tinue to bleed. Instead of trying to 
anesthetize and silence the messenger, 
what if you actually listened to what 
the pain is trying to tell you?” 

This, then, opens up the possibility 
of recognition, of the self and of oth- 
ers — the basis for any moral, spiri- 
tual, and social reconstruction. “For 
me, it was very important not to stop 
with Artaud in 1947 but to move for- 
ward into the 21st century,’ Sellars 
explained. “Even though this century 
has been hijacked by George W. Bush 
and Osama bin Laden, we need to 
take it back.” 

Sellars’s conviction is bracing — 
and born out by recent flash points of 
global resistance like the worldwide

“The voice of June Jordan 
[is] very prophetic, visionary, 
and about forward motion,” 
Sellars said. “Kissing God 

Goodbye was written in 
response to Operation Rescue 
in Boston, where they invaded 
the abortion clinics and mur- 
dered some of the workers. 
une’s question was, Which 


God gave you permission 
to do that? What God are 
you talking about who said that was 
all right?’ In the process June writes a 
manifesto for moving beyond repres- 
sion and a religious fundamentalism 
in which most of us act as the 
damned and as targets; in which it is 
permissible to kill us. She was for a 
different kind of future. She was a 
trained community organizer. It’s not 
an antisocial gesture. Artaud was 
alone. June wasn't. June was a pro- 
foundly social being.” 

Two competing models of society 
are squaring off at the outset of the 
21st century. The choice involves 
everyone, just as the outcome affects 
all. This isn’t a decision that will be 
made in a voting booth. This work 
requires committed lifetimes. It starts 
by learning basic things about each 
other we only pretend to know. “One 
of the things we can do with theater in 
a time when we have spectacle instead 
of a political life,” Sellars suggested, 
“[is] dispense with spectacle and just 
try and stay centered, and close to the 
ground, and honest. At a time of such 
public arrogance, flagrant plans and 
rhetoric, and highly crafted image- 
making as political spin, I think it’s a 
good thing for theater to deliberately 
turn its back on spectacle and just 
build a modest place where a group of 
human beings can actually be together, 
trying to deal with things that need to 
be dealt with.”

In times of adversity 


et’s face it — we're obsessed. We 

can’t eat. We can’t sleep. Even in the 

throes of the most sleazed-up sex 

gossip about who's “zooming” who 

at the Power Exchange, our 
thoughts drift back to a certain someone. 
A special someone. Someone with special 
needs, especially when it comes to string- 
ing two coherent sentences together. 

OK, that’s a low blow to folks with dis- 
abilities. And I’ve wrestled with my own 
grammatical dysfunction. But despite the 
random creep-mails from right-wing 
nutcases denouncing “all you flip-flop- 
pers,” I can’t stop thinking about Dumb- 
ya. I can’t wait for Nov. 2, because then I 
can either settle down to a nice, toasty 
rational presidency or resign myself to 
another four years of seething hate, if not 
some sort of armageddon. 

I know I’m not alone. Why else 
would clarinetist Don Byron presage 
his encore at last week’s SFJazz 
show at Herbst Theatre with 
complaints about having to 
explain George W. Bush to 
Europeans, before dedicating a 
perfectly lovely version of 
“Freddy the Freeloader” to our 
frat boy in chief? How else to explain 
why some joker yelled, “George Bush!” 
during a recent screening of cheekily 
twisted horror flick Saw when one of 
the lead actors poked his head inside a 
dark closet. We all laughed with that 
all-too-familiar mixture of terror and 
trepidation — hell, it’s preferable to 
socking ourselves repeatedly in the face, 
hoping we'll wake up from this bad 
dream of a presidency. 

So what better way to wish for a 
speedy election process than to check 
out the homespun CDs that keep 
materializing, like so many poison 
mushrooms, in my mailbox? This elec- 
tion season’s crop includes the cum- 
bersomely titled folkie CD Vote in 
November: Election 2004 — Anti-Theft 
Device (www.waterbug.com), with 
numbingly obvious songs by Dan Bern 
and Kate McDonnell, as well as the 
more listenable, engagingly dumb 
Bush Raps (www.thebots.net), which 
gets its kicks from tweaking the fuck 
out of our dreaded leader’s “speeches.” 

Last week brought the multi-remix 
CD of “Fear Didn't Make America 
Great: Beat Bush, Dump Bush” (www 
feardidntmakeamericagreat.com), by 
Steven Sergo, an upbeat little ditty 
featuring vocals by members of 
SoVoS6 and excerpts of speeches by 
your favorite three-letter, pre-punk 
prezes, FDR and JFK. The subtitle, 
“The Most Important Music of the 
Most Important Election of Our Lives,” 
isn’t the smoothest line around, though 
if that doesn’t work for you, there's got 
to be something among the nine 
genre-specific remixes, including a 


house rendition, a Spanish-language 
Latin take, and a tone-deaf a cappella 
version. There’s an anti-Bush sing- 
along for almost every genre except 
shoegazer, breakbeat, and Tuvan throat 
singing. 

Their hearts are in the right place, 
but I think if I heard any of these well- 
meaning anti-Bush anthems at a 
protest, I'd run away faster than a rub- 
ber bullet at a Red Sox rally. 

Effectively undermining the fallacy 
that the best art emerges in times of 
adversity, this outpouring of “creativi- 
ty” is enough to make you wish you 
were dead — after you've taken a few 
industrious songwriters with you. The 
blatant sloganeering, the obviousness, 
the wholesale embrace of the cliché — 
deadly when combined with easy 
access to CD burners — make you 
nostalgic for the gatekeepers of the 


music industry. 

Maybe it boils down to the inade- 
quacy of language in the face of so 
much gnarled frustration. Jazz 
Passengers sax player Roy Nathanson 
said as much the other day on the 
phone from New York City, where he’s 
preparing to bring the group’s score 
and dialogue for Creature from the 
Black Lagoon to San Francisco: “There 
was some Gallup poll recently that 
interviewed people, and only 10 per- 
cent of those interviewed thought the 
issues mattered in politics, and that’s 
not people’s fault. It’s the fault of the 
overload of a kind of simplistic infor- 
mation... Life is really complex, and 
by and large it’s hard to express a really 
shaded view in two seconds.” 

At least not with chopped-up Duh- 
bya samples. All I can say is if he isn’t 
gone soon, I'll have to turn in my ears. 
Save music as we know it, save my san- 
ity — vote Bush out of office. 

The most legit of the DIY lot has to 
be S.E pianist and composer Bryant 
Kong, who released The Poetry of 
Donald Rumsfeld (www.stuffedpenguin 
.com), with soprano Elender Wall, to 
much ink earlier this year. Their 
appropriation of the secretary of 
defense’s more Gertrude Stein—like 
moments, culled from press confer- 
ences, ended up not only boosting 
their music but also providing enter- 
tainment at fundraisers for MoveOn 
.org and other groups. But how would 
Kong set Bush, or John Kerry for that 
matter, to music? 

I checked in with the pianist after 
the second presidential debate, and he

put on his game composer's face. “Let’s 
say if we were to think of the presiden- 
tial campaign as a musical or opera, 
and this was a scene in a musical the- 
ater version of the campaign,” he 
offered over the phone. “I'd imagine 
Bush to have Copeland music, music of 
the frontier spirit. He tries to conjure 
that spirit up, portraying himself as 
down-to-earth, folksy, an everyman, 
and we may decide whether we believe 
that or not because he’s actually so 
wealthy.” Kong hears Kerry, that patri- 
cian fellow, set to “solid and confident” 
European symphonic music like 
Brahms. I say bring it on — we could 
use a European union right about now. 


Unholy rollers That other race — the 
ninth annual Soapbox Races — is under 
way next week, and ex-Demonics 
drummer Courtney Callahan is totally 
revved. Seems the former winner’s 
taking the wheel at the pre-race 
party Oct. 30 at El Rio. 

About 200 to 300 people usual- 
ly show for the Soapbox Races 
themselves, Callahan said, 
although “a much smaller turnout 
is a good thing because neighbors get 
kinda ticked. For a while, Bernal 
Heights was trying to make us get Porta 
Potties and do all this stuff, but they 
couldn't really make it happen, because 
there was no one person in charge, 
which is a good thing, It’s totally unor- 
ganized, ‘cause otherwise you have to 
buy permits, and it costs all this money, 
and youre in it for thousands of dollars, 
and everybody that’s involved in it 
doesn’t have any money anyway.” 

And — psst — everyone who 
hasn’t turned into a pumpkin the pre- 
vious evening is invited to take a roll 
down Bernal Heights around 2 p.m. 
on Halloween afternoon “at break- 
neck speeds, hung over,’ Callahan 
added gleefully. “In fact, there’s only a 
couple rules in this soapbox thing — 
it’s pretty much all unspoken — 
except you're supposed to have a beer 
holder and you can’t have any kind of 
engine. Otherwise, anything goes, ; 
however you can get down the hill” 

Cars, dogs, and small humans 
beware — trick or treat and quick 
trips for all. +

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Lord of the strings 


Veteran six-string slayer Eric McFadden goes it alone — and succumbs 


to the Stockholm Syndrome. By Jonathan Zwickel 


t ain't easy being a guitar god these 

days. San Francisco’s venerable 

music history includes plenty of 

barnstorming bands wrapped up in 

the six-string — Santana, Journey, 
and Metallica all relied on the melo- 
dramatic, foot-on-the-amp solo for 
maximum riffage. The current trend 
in rock, however, puts rhythm in the 
front seat and relegates the guitar to 
second fiddle. For better or worse, 
drum machines, turntables, and lap- 
tops have infiltrated what was once an 
all-analog domain. 

Now that the simple act of ripping 
skulls open with inconceivable guitar 
pyrotechnics has almost become a 
lost art, true believers are compelled 
to look deeper to find an axe-wield- 
ing titan to bow down to. Habitually 
clad in black leather, dreadlocks 
snaking out from under a squat top 
hat, Eric McFadden not only looks 
the part but also has the chops and 
attitude to fill it. 

Never heard of him? That's not sur- 
prising. His own Web site proclaims, 
“Throughout his illustrious career, 
singer, songwriter and guitarist Eric 
McFadden has steadfastly rebuked the 
Sirens of commerce, instead heeding 
the fearless, uncompromising Muses 
inside his head.” 

Essentially, McFadden is the kind of 
self-assured artist who doesn't really 
care what you think. Despite shifting 
currents in taste, he holds strong to his 
guitar, not only by trade but also by 
destiny. “I don’t have a choice,” he told 
me over beers at the Western 
Addition’s Fly Bar. “This is my life; this 
life chose me. It’s a blessing and a 
curse, but this is what I do.” 

McFadden is a master of guitar and 
mandolin, a 25-year veteran who 
waltzes the dark, eerie corridors 
between Jimi Hendrix and Django 
Reinhardt. As a true testament to his 
deft touch and intuition, he’s also one 
of the few performers who can play

either acoustic or electric and still 
severely exercise your eardrums. 

“Fame is irrelevant to his talent. 
That’s how I can live with the fact he’s 
not a household name,” said Jim 
Greer, head of Fortune Records in 
Berkeley. “I don’t think he cares, and 
I’m glad he doesn’t. I’ve never seen a 
performer blow people’s minds like he 
can. He can whip anyone’s ass on gui- 
tar. What more do you need?” 


Lying low 

Greer’s known the 37-year-old guitar 
player since his days fronting Liar, the 
wild, alt-country rock band McFadden 
moved from New Mexico to San 
Francisco in 1994. Before the band 
broke up in 2000, Liar brought 
McFadden his greatest recognition 
from the local media, including win- 
ning a Bammie in ’98. Tragically, on 
the verge of national stardom the 
band crumbled under its disorganiza- 
tion and inner strife. 

“Tt came to a certain point where 
were just didn’t know how to do it. We 
were handling everything ourselves 
and couldn't find the right manage- 
ment. Rumor had it we had been 
shopped,” McFadden said, referring to 
an incident of mistaken representation 
with a major label, “which wasn’t true. 
Once that word gets around in the 
industry, people think there must be 
something wrong.” 

At the same time, McFadden broke 
off his relationship with bandmate 
Paula O'Rourke. Wracked by depres- 
sion, he bailed from San Francisco and 
sought solace in far-flung solo gigs. 
“Whether it was Spain, Austin, what- 
ever, wasn’t important,” he recalled. 
“Just anything to get out of my head.” 

“Then,” he said, “George Clinton 
came along and saved my ass.” 

After witnessing McFadden’s genius 
at a show in the Southeast, Clinton 
invited him to join his traveling P- 
Funk circus. The Atomic Dog gave 
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McFadden a spotlight role in front of 
huge crowds, releasing him from the 
pressure of being a bandleader and 
recharging his creative batteries. 

“It was the first time he was a hired 
gun,’ McFadden’s longtime friend and 
musical partner Paulo Baldi said. “It 
was like, ‘Eric, you're not the center 
point. You're one of four electric gui- 
tarists. As huge as it was for him to be 
playing with George, he was happy 
just finding that space musically.” 
McFadden remains close with Clinton 
and still makes sporadic appearances 
with the P-Funk Allstars. “It’s been a 
great experience and also just an 
honor to play with such a legendary 
figure,” he said. Lately, however, he’s 
been focusing on other, more personal 
projects like his Eric McFadden Trio. 

Composed of McFadden, Baldi (the 
go-to drummer for Cake and Les 
Claypool), and upright bassist James 
Whiton, EMT blend flamenco, jazz, 
and rockabilly into something wicked- 
ly strange and unarguably powerful. 
Their schizoid pageant of off-kilter 
influences is perhaps the best repre- 
sentation of McFadden’s talent and 
unwavering vision. “I don’t know if it’s 
a refusal to accept the new fads as 
much as it’s just an apathy towards 
them,” Baldi said. “He’s not really con- 
cerned with trends.” 


Let it rock 

McFadden is unequivocal about what 
he is concerned with, though. “I’m try- 
ing to keep the rock alive,” he said. He 
might incorporate delicate flamenco 
strumming and peals of raw blues into 
EMT’s jaw-dropping live sets, but the 
brash glory of rock ’n’-roll is his ulti- 
mate prize. 

“It’s a state of mind more than any- 
thing,” he continued. “Even if I’m out 
there playing my acoustic guitar, play- 
ing some Peruvian love ballad.... You 
don't have to be wasted, drunk on 
Jack, and high on smack, hanging off 
the chandelier naked doing blow off 
some hooker’s ass in a hotel room to 
be rock ’n’ roll.” 

There’s something consistently sur- 
real about McFadden, in both his 
music and his demeanor. He’s a char- 
acter onstage and off-, and when our 
conversation turned to the eerie clown 
imagery and warped carnival themes 
that haunt his albums, he became elu- 
sive. “I’m afraid the clowns might be 
listening in, so I’m leery of really 
speaking my mind,” he said, then hur- 

iedly spelled it out: “[ like to use 
clowns and the circus and carnivals as 
a metaphor for life.”

That spooky allegory creeps 
through EMT’s 2003 release, 
Diamonds to Coal (Window), like a 
cold mist. McFadden’s burning guitar 
and gruff vocals impart ragged soul to 
the album, and his songwriting coun- 
ters head-banging gravity with fleet, 
intricate changes and full-bore drone. 
Song titles like “Working for a Dead 
Man,” “Clowns of the Deep,” and 
“Devil Moon” offer an idea of the 
demented sideshow shadow that 
hangs over the record, which, taken as 
a whole, comes off like Mr. Bungle 
leading a pagan campfire ritual with 
Black Sabbath and the Gipsy Kings. 


Happy hour 

McFadden’s other recent escapade 
could be the one to garner him the 
recognition he deserves. Assembled by 
Widespread Panic bassist Dave 
Schools and cult singer-songwriter 
Jerry Joseph, Stockholm Syndrome are 
a sleeper supergroup of sorts. 
Keyboardist Wally Ingram (a session 
player for Sheryl Crow and Jackson 
Brown) and drummer Danny Dzuiks 
round out the band, which has been 
touring all summer throughout 
Europe and North America. 

After all the challenges and setbacks 
leading his own bands, McFadden is 
relieved to be part of a well-oiled 
music machine. “It is different from 
inything I've done,” he said. “This is 
nore of a band project than a side 
project, and I’m not a sideman as 
much as I am a band member.” 


.. : 
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McFadden has some songwriting 
credits on Holy Happy Hour 
(Terminus), Stockholm Syndrome’s 
debut, but the album was really a team 
effort. They all met for the first time at 
Compass Point Studios in the 
Bahamas back in January, immediately 
bonded over rum and lobster, and 
recorded the album in a relaxed two 
weeks. The result is a hard-charging, 
straight-ahead classic rock barn burn- 
er that sounds like it came from a 
band that’s been together for years. 
Joseph’s vocals are hard-edged and 
aggressive, Schools has never sounded 
heavier, and McFadden bleeds blues 
through every track. “It could be a 
hit,” Baldi said, “the same way Dave 
Matthews is a hit.” 

Even if Stockholm Syndrome take 
off like Baldi thinks they might, 
McFadden wants to keep his solo 
projects going, mainly for his own 
creative sanity, and he’s got another 
EMT album coming out next spring. 
“What other reward do you fuckin’ 
need? I like to play music more than 
anything else, and I get to do that. It 
doesn’t mean every day is a walk in 
the park, but I’m doing what I want 
to do.” 

Pretty modest for a guitar god. +

What mall, punk? Cardiff, Wales’s Mclusky give it their best shot.

clusky made me feel stupid. It 
was the ass end of 2003 by the 
time I heard 2002’s Mclusky 
Do Dallas (Too Pure/Beggars 
Group), which, starting with 
the bombastic shit storm of the opening 
track, “Lightsabre 
nothing short of an apocalypse you can 
dance to, provided you don’t mind 
making sweaty, bruised-blue friends 
with your neighbor. 
If, amid the distortion, the bowel- 
disrupting bass rumble, the screaming 
and conspiratorial whispers, you might 
not know exactly what vocalist-gui- 
tarist Andy Falkous is getting at, just 
check out song titles like “The World 
Loves Us and Is Our Bitch,’ and you 
know it’s brilliant. 

I immediately went out and got their 
first record, My Pain and Sadness Is 
More Sad and Painful Than Yours 
(Fuzzbox, 2000), chastising myself for 
being so clueless. Pardon the hyperbole, 
but it was like Jesus came to town, 
everyone had a loaf and a fish, and I was 
still digging in the couch cushions for 
change to get nachos at the 7-Eleven. 
Where had I been all my life? Did peo- 
ple still rock like this? 

Yes, they do. And with the release ear- 
lier this year of The Difference Between 
You and Me Is That I'm Not on Fire (Too 
Pure/Beggars Group), produced by 
Steve Albini, it’s clear the Cardiff, Wales, 
band aren’t fucking around.

Don’t look now 

The three-piece’s new record features 
a change at the drum stool, with Jack 
Egglestone replacing Mat Harding. 
The Too Pure Web site states, 
“Relations in the band became 
strained.” According to Falkous, 
“Once he began to lose interest and, 
in fact, sabotage the writing and 
recording process, it was ‘Fuck right 
off? you know.” 

Apparently, Harding got to a stage 
in his life where he wanted to make 
some money from playing music. 
Falkous doesn’t fault him for it; in fact, 
He’s fairly forgiving. “Even though I 
personally carry a lot of antagonism 
towards the guy, I sincerely wish him 
all the best,” he says on the phone 
from a Montreal mall. “I wish him 
every success, so long as I don’t have to 
look at him.” 

“You don't play music in a band like 
this to make money,” he adds. Which 
may explain why Harding allegedly lost 
his zeal and spent the entirety of three- 
hour rehearsals tuning his drums. 
Maybe he thought he could fuck about 
until the band alchemically transmuted 
themselves from lead into gold. 


Radio ready? 

There are no radio-friendly unit-shifters 
ona Mclusky album. This is difficult 
music, but not in terms of Stockhausen, 
John Cage 
free-jazz explorations, or those card- 
board-sleeved, self-released Sonic Youth 
CDs. “We do write pop music,” Falkous 
says. “Albeit very angular, at times nasty 


, certain atonal, arrhythmic 


pop music. It’s not like we're creating 
these sprawling soundscapes of rage or 
something.” Maybe that'd be a more 
lucrative recipe — a piss-take on a band 
who really care, who're really pissed-off 
but for all the right reasons. Instead of 
writing songs like “Without MSG I'm 
Nothing” and “Your Children Are 
Waiting for You to Die,” Falkous could 
get some tattoos and a well-constructed 
punker hairdo and write formulaic farts 
in the wind of rebellion, although I 
think the band are a little old to be the 
next Good Charlotte.” 

But there I go again. Just why is it 
that I have a hard time with the nearly 
infallible law that good bands don’t 
often sell? If the majors can get kids to 
think Sum 41 are punk, why can’t they 
sell a pop band as angular and nasty, as 
decidedly non-aerodynamic as Mclusky? 


In your sabe: “Nasty pop music” and catty comments are the weapons of choice for 
Mclusky vocalist-guitarist Andy Falkous, center. 


I offered him a free cheap shot at 
Sum 41 — whom Mclusky once played 
with — to the tune of: What band 
would you wipe off the face of the 
earth, like Jonas Salk to polio, if you had 
the chance? Proving himself every bit 
the mensch I'd suspected him to be, he 
took a pass, instead telling a parable of 
sorts about a show they played with the 
group: “It wasn’t really about them as a 
band; it was about their gigantic 
entourage. We turned up six minutes 
late or sound check, and we were physi- 
cally prevented from getting onstage. 


Not by the band themselves — for all I 
know, they could be panda-loving, 
superliberal, lovely guys who spend 
most of their days flower arranging and 
helping kids crippled by land mines. But 
when you meet a band like that, to all 
the people surrounding them, they're a 
big moneymaking machine. To be con- 
fronted with the reality of that is actual- 
ly quite scary.” 

The irony is, Sum 41 were the open- 
ing.act, Mclusky were second, and 
clichéd but sincere follies du redneck 
Nashville Pussy were headlining. 


Drumming for dollars 

And what happened to Harding in his 
quest for drumming dollars? He's play- 
ing in bands in Cardiff, where the mem- 
bers of Mclusky met “doing office jobs 
trying to make ends meet. That is the 
fate of all us noisy, non-pigeonhole-able 
bands. I think there’s an office job wait- 
ing for me in six months,” Falkous con- 
cedes. “Yeah, we haven't made any 
money, and frankly, in terms of earn- 
ings, youre living below the poverty 
line, but who the hell gets to travel the 
world and play shows to people who 
genuinely appreciate it?” 


He pauses. “As much as that 
sounds like some kind of motivation- 
al sports talk, it actually is the opera- 
tional truth.” Maybe it’s best to focus 
on the motivational element here: 
rock doesn’t happen in a vacuum. So 
if you haven’t gotten on the Mclusky 
team yet, you're likely to feel like an 
idiot too. *

The Futureheads 
The Futureheads (679 Recordings) 


Like their aesthetic peers and onetime tour- 
mates Franz Ferdinand, Sunderland, U.K.’s 
Futureheads keep new wave-post-punk brisk, 
meticulous, and very British, pulling from au 
courant elders like XTC, Madness, and even 
the Who with scrupulous attention to plucking 
fresh new hooks with every track. 

Lyrically, the songs on The Futureheads 
play on atypical relations and average office 
dwellers (“Robot” and “First Day" recall XTC’s 
ode to the corporate cog, “Making Plans for 
Nigel”), singling out human machinery while 
warming up the mechanics of their own clock- 
work delivery with overlapping vocal har- 
monies and a speedy succession of hits in the 
making. Their kickiest track is definitely 
“Decent Days and Nights” — the command “If 
you work it out, tell me what you find” punch- 
es in over push-pull instrumentals, and tempos 
slip between speeds like a Citroén with a 
cracked gearshift. But really, none of the tracks 
on this pert debut, produced in part by Gang of 
Four’s Andy Gill, have time to rot on the vine, 
as each one is an animated complement to its 
predecessor, possessing the infinite pep ofa 
well-constructed single. 

Leave it to U.K. kids to push forth what's 
been coined a new “angular pop” movement, 
carving edges as crisp as newly minted bills in 
guitar riffs and tidy rhythm sections that 
change direction like fickle singles. At a time 
when piling on the distortion pedals and 
reerecting those sneaker-staring walls of 
sound is de rigueur, it's refreshing to also hear 
sharp acts that use minimal amounts of the 
elements at their disposal to devise an aes- 
thetic that’s so utterly contagious.

Shop Boys and Duran Duran. And while this 
Louisville, Ky., quartet undoubtedly share a 
love for post-disco (and even British vocals, 
courtesy of Craig Pfunder and Zeke Buck) with 
their new wave predecessors, there is, with 
each generation, a need to update the genre 
— and the irony. On Night on Fire, VHS or Beta 
face-lift house music and indie rock by layer- 
ing traditional '90s guitar riffs over an insistent 
rhythm of 4/4 beats. The effort may seem con- 
trived, but the result is seamless. Rarely does 
it feel like two genres duct-taped into one, but 
rather it seems like a real hybrid of disco, 
funk, rock, and house, using keyboards, elec- 
tronic drums, and samples to finish off the 
sound. No track drives this union home further 
than all-acoustic “Nightwaves.” The band start 
with simple, fuzzy samples and a standard 
techno beat, then high-wrenching guitar solos 
are gradually added to the mix, playing off the 
drum machine. Later the guitar takes hold of 
the sound’s direction and steers the rhythm 
into another pattern of beats. 

While this band’s first full-length is less lyri- 
cally cheeky and more dance-funk polished 
than anything British or French dance groups 
have created, VHS or Beta’s attempt to merge 
'80s dance music and '90s rock in 2004 has 
unknowingly brought us back to the '70s and 
is likely to have hipsters scratching their heads 
and asking, “Is this the Cure, remixed?” VHS or 
Beta play with the Fever and the Colour Mon/1, 
Bottom of the Hill, S.F (415) 626-4455.

Amplified Heat 
In for Sin (Arclight) 


The picture inside the CD case of /n for Sin has 
Austin, Texas’s Ortiz brothers, Jim, Chris, and 
Gian — otherwise known as Amplified Heat 
— looking every bit like Black Sabbath, circa 
1970, minus the giant crosses. Sabbath start- 
ed as an over-amplified blues act called Earth 
before becoming the heaviest band in history, 
and the blues is where A.H, take up Sab’s 
Cross. The album's title track manages to 
incorporate every cliché of the idiom: big- 
breasted women, shakin’ my tree, keep me 
cool in the daytime, keep me warm at night, 
goin’ down to Louisiana. It’s all in there, with 
the possible exception of a blind guy playing 
slide guitar on the porch. Chris, who was once 
kicked out of a band for drumming “too loud,” 
channels Bill Ward’s smack-it-with-a-sledge- 
hammer style on “Just a Junkie” (for love, of 
course), an otherwise mediocre 12-bar shuffle. 
| don’t doubt the brothers genuinely dig the 
blues, although their songs are most success- 
ful when they return to their stoner-rock roots,

| sometimes wonder why producers go to the trouble of 
remastering old tapes to enhance the original sound if they're 
going to serve up a second disc burdened with music that 
generally wasn’t strong enough to be released the first time 
around. As a general rule, when a second CD is added to what 
was originally a single-disc affair, disc two sucks. And wouldn't 
you know that the first six cuts on this particular second disc 
were recorded some months before the others, with different 
personnel and a different producer, and, true to form, they 
suck.

Dead Science 
Bird Bones in the Bughouse EP 
(Absolutely Kosher) 


There's nothing like a dose of anachronism to 
liven up the rock scene when things get bor- 
ing. Case in point: Seattle band the Dead 
Science’s Bird Bones in the Bughouse. The 
melodrama of the dim black-and-white cover 
says it all: a capped bloke prepares to stab a 
waif, but the unlit cigarettes drooping wearily 
from their mouths hint that neither of them 
could give a fuck, either way. Bird Bones is 
essentially jazz but with a rock attitude — a 
modern sound against an old-fashioned back- 
drop. The opening drum roll could just as easi- 
ly introduce a Victorian carnival. Funereal 
horns and guitar played like a classical harp 
punctuate a cover of Terence Trent D’Arby's 
“Sign Your Name.” 

Trained as jazz musicians, Sam Mickens 
(vocals and guitar) and brothers Khorum 
Bischoff (drums) and Jherek Bischoff (bass) 
are keen observers of the lost art of taking 
one’s sweet time, remaining calm even dur- 
ing the EP’s loudest moments. Mickens’s 
sensual whisper builds to a delicate cater- 
waul without a trace of angst or panic, 
creeping over the slow, starry ostinato of his 
guitar like fog. But there's a fine line 
between calm and lethargy. Although the 
inherent sophistication of the music is 
admirable, the EP leaves the listener sleepy. 
Mickens fronts downtempo songs like the 
D’Arby cover and wilder moments such as 
rolling bike accident “Ossuary” with uniform 
listlessness.

The lies have it 


W« we start counting the ways in which American life has soured in 


the past few years, we need not start with the matter of fiction. For 

one thing, there are broader sides of barns, or white houses, to heave 
our snowballs at — not to mention malevolent clowns with names like Cheney 
and Rumsfeld, each deserving of an icy one right in the kisser. For another, fic- 
tion is perennially a mess, a bog of the misconceived and mismanaged, a 
patisserie of the half-baked, with the rare stunner indifferently shelved beside 
its woeful cohorts, there for its quality to be noticed by those who retain the ca- 
pacity to notice such things. One suspects these oddly perceptive creatures to 
be small in, and of diminishing, number. The woeful cohorts, meanwhile, 
proliferate like cobwebs in a dark basement. Nothing, not even the greatest po- 
litical crisis in America since the Civil War, seems to slow, much less affect, the 
spinning of that flimsy fabric called contemporary fiction. 

I confess to a certain degree of bemused irritation not just with the super- 
fluousness of all this imaginative prose but with the volume of it: the turbid river 
of novels and story collections, each bearing a somberly elusive title and little 
or no relation to the preoccupying world whose troubles quiver in our hearts, 
that gurgles past my desk in the form of review copies every day of every 
week. Political fiction, like war fiction, is generally pretty bad — journalism far 
better answers the call of public drama — but fiction divorced from public re- 
ality tends to seem shrunken and, when that reality is as toxic as the years of the 
Bush restoration have been, more than usually irrelevant. 

“Novelists lie for a living,” announces Dale Peck, the Lizzie Borden of 
American literary criticism, near the end of his blood-stained, recently published 
collection of book reviews, Hatchet Jobs: Writings on Contemporary American 
Fiction (New Press, $23.95). One cannot help but admire Peck for his un- 
apologetic foul-temperedness and his willingness to strike off the heads of some 
of current fiction’s many unclothed emperors. A Herculean task. On the other 
hand, Peck is a dreadful novelist and, if he really is unable to distinguish between 
invention and prevarication, a fool. 

Fiction, if it is to have any value at all, must be deeply true. We must, as we 
read, feel shocks of recognition at the author's awarenesses and observations, 
tellingly relayed in original and imagistic language. We must clap our hands 
and think: Yes! That is right! And we must, in the same moment, take delight 
in the paradox that we are being shown the deepest verities of our lives and 
our world through made-up stories — fictions, inventions. That paradox is 
fiction’s magic. 

It is revealing, to say the least, that a celebrated (or at any rate once- 
celebrated) young American writer considers fiction’s essential mission to be 
mendacity. Peck might not be positioning himself for a presidential run — 
though plainly presidents, too, lie for a living — but perhaps he is telling us more 
than he understands about the state of American culture, whose basic charac- 
ter, for better and for worse, is reflected in our political discourse. If the coin of 
the realm in America has become dishonesty, then of course we will accept that 
fictions and presidential pronouncements are lies. Untruth is the material at 
hand; it is the air we all breathe. 

Yet in this mephitic atmosphere a certain residue of shame about our 
graceless descent from the high ground of truth-telling persists. You sense it in 
the press, which uses such soft-soap words as spin and exaggeration to describe 
the on-camera lying of elected officials. You see it in the way John Kerry declined, 
in a recent presidential debate, to say openly that our president has been lying 
to us about pretty much everything, from the Iraq war to the federal budget to 
the state of the environment to his own military record. Lie and liar are words 
too strong and too direct to use in polite or televised company, especially 
since we all know we're being lied to and we have agreed to accept the lies, which 
makes us part of them and them part of us. Lying must be, in the end, consensual 
and symbiotic to succeed; it is an incorporative activity. A nice irony and sym- 
metry of our culture of dishonesty is our unwillingness to be honest with our- 
selves about how dishonest we’ve become. Thus is our moral co-optation by the 
untrue perfected; thus does it become part of the culture. 

But, strangely, in shame there is hope. The fact that (if the polls are to be 
believed) there continues to be a widespread reluctance to acknowledge that 
we have been massively lied to by our elected officials is, paradoxically, a sign 
that most of us still know what the truth is. We still recognize its shape and 
smell, and we know when we’re being handed a stinking sack of something 
else, or watching some contemporary fiction, perhaps bearing a hatchet 
mark or two, slowly bob by on the muddy floodwaters of our diseased cul- 
ture. Although Dale Peck is sensationally wrong in his estimation of what lit- 
erature can and must be, he has nonetheless — a paradox? — told us a cen- 
tral truth about ourselves. “

A year ago I picked up an old, weath- 
ered book called Raids on the Un- 
speakable, by Thomas Merton, at 
Shakespeare's on Telegraph in Berke- 
ley. | was an undergraduate philosophy 
student in the habit of devouring ex- 
istential novels and beat poetry. Why I 
bought the book I don’t remember; 
perhaps it was the title. ] wanted to 
raid the unspeakable, or at least see 
how it was done. 

But before Raids properly began, I 
came across the above passage by 
Gabriel Marcel, a French playwright of 
philosophical temper who died a gen- 
eration ago. The short paragraph stood 
alone in the frontispiece. It was dusty, 
mysterious, and haggard, like a lone 
sage clanking on some abandoned iron 
gate at nightfall. It seemed ... solitary. 
I pictured Marcel squinting as he wrote 
it, frozen in history some decades ago, 
his mind lucid yet gripped by the mad- 
ness of that essentially human en- 
deavor: war. 

The thought weighed on me heav- 
ily. I was enchanted by the potential, 
indeed the very notion, that some- 
where in the deep caverns of the 
human mind, a discovery could be 
made to prevent that short, seductive 
slip into inhumanity. Naturally, as a 
man of draft age, living in a barbaric 
period in America’s history — one 
riddled with war, torture, repression of 
civil liberties, political deception, and 
the unlawful imprisonment of foreign 
citizens — I considered the problems 
plaguing humankind to be related, in- 
deed bound, to the problems of our 
country, and to me. 

I wanted to understand this mo- 
ment in American history. I wanted to 
tear its mask off, expose it naked. In- 
deed, if I could be called to serve as a 
soldier, I sure as hell deserved to know 

why and for what. So, late in the sum- 
mer, peering around for a vestige of 
insight, a trace of reason for an un- 
reasonable time, I immersed myself in 
a cluster of recently published books, all 
of which deal in some way with the 
philosophical problems — the prob- 
lems of wisdom, for philosophy is Greek 
for lover of wisdom — that have come 
to hang about President George W. 
Bush’s unwise wars like smog over 
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Mexico City on a hot June day. All of 
them were written post-9/11— in fact, 
post—Iraq debacle, though the Iraq de- 
bacle continues. Their aims are some- 
what different, yet their intuitions are 
the same: in America, wisdom has sub- 
mitted to power. 


In The President of Good and Evil: - 


The Ethics of George W. Bush, Peter 
Singer (a professor of ethics at 
Princeton University and the author 
of Animal Liberation) points to an 
obvious part of the problem: the eth- 
ical beliefs, or pseudo-beliefs, of the 
present president. 

Singer’s title is a clear yet distant 
echo of Nietzsche’s famous tract Be- 
yond Good and Evil. At first | won- 
dered if Singer was suggesting that 
Bush is somehow an ethical glitch, a 
figure who roams beyond the con- 
ventional notions of morality: a 
dweller in a moral universe of his 
own design. But Singer doesn’t hit 
Nietzsche’s metaphysical chord. 
Whereas Nietzsche considers a world 
beyond conventional notions of right 
and wrong, Singer stays comfortably 
within this world, the world we all 
know and live in. He’s familiar with its 
every nook and cranny, and within its 
terms he’s poised and determined to 
reveal the deep incoherence of Bush’s 
moral system. 

From beginning to end, the book 
reads as if Singer is mounting the 
philosophical equivalent of a military 
attack. But the book’s militancy is not 
that of a war cry or a rallying of the 
troops (which implies that flailing, 
unchecked tone characteristic of many 
of the post-9/11 Bush-bashing screeds). 
It’s more like a precision assault: effi- 
cient, methodical, and composed. In- 
deed, the force of the intellectual bom- 
bardment is overwhelming, 

Singer takes the moral beliefs Bush 
espouses, lays them plain and bare in 
front of us, and in muted academic 
fashion, exposes their rampant incon- 
sistencies and contradictions. He opens 
the book with a simple observation: 
“George W. Bush is not only America’s 
president, but also its most prominent 
moralist. No other president in living 
memory has spoken so often about 
good and evil, right and wrong.” 

From there Singer proceeds to 
show us that on almost every issue, 
whether of foreign policy, tax cuts, 
trade negotiations, or stem-cell re- 
search, Bush frames his decisions in 
moral terms. Such and such is fair, 
right, and good, or unfair, wrong, and 
evil. And in the cases where Bush offers 
a rationale in addition to his convic- 
tions, Singer pries into their moral 


substance, seeks out their implications, 
and invariably follows the trail to that 
mushy, undesirable place philosophers 
call incoherence. 

To take one example: Bush oppos- 
es stem-cell research because he “wor- 
ries about a culture that devalues life” 
and believes that since an embryo is 
alive, it’s “like a snowflake ... some- 
thing precious and to be protected.” 
Without even delving into the way 
Singer prods and pokes at Bush’s rea- 
sons for wanting to protect micro- 
scopic embryos (which comes down 
to his born-again religiosity), we can 
still feel the force of Singer’s argu- 
ment. He asks, “Is it consistent for 
someone who holds Bush’s views 
about the sanctity of human life to 
be the supreme commander of armed 
forces that use bombs and missiles in 
areas where civilians are sure to be 
killed?” Boom. Does this mean Bush 
values an inchoate embryo more than 
a fully developed human person? 
Boom. And so it goes throughout the 
book, Singer pitting Bush’s expressed 
beliefs against one another, illumi- 
nating their emptiness. 

In the end, Singer’s argument boils 
down to one distressingly simple 
point: Bush’s moral worldview is not 
only laden with untenable contradic- 


tions but is also dangerous. Funda- 
mentally complex issues of foreign 
policy have been reduced to the stark, 
apocalyptic terms of a conflict be- 
tween good and evil. Thousands of 
people have died needlessly because 
of these moral convolutions, and 
there’s no end in sight. 


But those who believe that Bush is just 
a puppet in his daddy’s shoes and that 
all the lofty rhetoric about democracy 
and freedom is just high hypocrisy — 
the sugar coating on a much more de- 
ranged design — must read Anne 
Norton’s new book, Leo Strauss and 
the Politics of American Empire. It’s like 
a backstage pass into the imperialistic 
mind of America. And oddly enough, 
there’s a philosopher involved: Leo 
Strauss. Strauss (who taught for years 
at the University of Chicago and died 
in 1973) is an obscure character in the 
history of philosophy. He was known 
for his radical interpretations of the 
ancient philosophers. Today he’s 
known as the godfather of an un- 
seemly cohort of warmongers in the 
Bush administration. 

Before I read Norton’s book, I had 
heard of Strauss. I knew that he was a 
much maligned political philosopher 


— that people despised him, or at least 


_ his ideas. Those ideas have had a pro- 


found influence on some of the Bush 
administration’s principal policymak- 
ers as well as some prominent hangers- 
on, people bearing such familiar 
names as Paul Wolfowitz, William 
Kristol, Abram Shulsky, Douglas Fein, 
and Carnes Lord. Recent pieces on 
them in Harper’s Magazine and the 
New Yorker (the latter written by Sey- 
mour Hersh) read like warning sirens, 
or maybe better, like furious red flags 
signaling secret agendas in the Bush 
administration. 

But Norton’s book plunges us 
deeper into the story, tracing the evo- 
lution of Strauss’s ideas as they seeped 
from the academy into the corridors of 
political power. Norton, who studied 
under some of Strauss’s most 
renowned disciples, chronicles how 
today’s neoconservatives (self-styled 
“Straussians”) smuggled his philoso- 
phy into the White House and have 
used it to shape the conservative and 
belligerent posture of America today. 
The book’s underlying tone is one of 
deep apprehension. She’s troubled, 
honest, and wary. She describes Strauss 
as a conservative, timid, and cagey 
man who skulked in the lecture halls of 
the University of Chicago in the mid- 
20th century and sank deeply into an- 
cient texts. He had one core idea; in- 
deed, it was the germ of all his thought: 
to read old books carefully. 

He believed the ancients, for fear of 
persecution, had embedded “secret 
teachings” in their works that only 
the philosopher’s deliberate eye could 
discern. Norton tells us that through 
the ancients, particularly Plato, Strauss 
came to believe that truth in the hands 
of the masses was dangerous, that wise 
rulers should tell “noble lies” to the 
people, and that all men are not cre- 
ated equal. It was and remains a po- 
litical philosophy cut with the cold 
chisel of elitism. 

* Most ideas born in the academy, 
however, tend to stay in its sterile con- 
fines. But, as Norton writes, Strauss’s 
teachings “made their way from the 
quiet corners of classrooms and 
dorms, bookstores and labs into the 
precincts of power.” While they were in 
the academy, his disciples were an ex- 
clusive bunch, like a cult, unusually 
devoted to their master. But as they 
left, their priorities shifted. They re- 
mained linked by their high regard 
for Strauss’s philosophy but were also 
bonded by politics, “a distinctly and 
distinctively conservative politics.” 
Norton frames them as a cabal of ac- 
ademics gone political, committed to 
cronyism and hungry for power. 

And today they exert monstrous 
influence in the Bush administration, 
They've reached the highest ranks of 
the Defense Department and the in- 
telligence agencies, and they're richly 
represented in right-wing think tanks. 
Norton describes them as a “tri- 

umphant freemasonry, a kabbalistic 
circle, a troop of intellectual Templars 
directing (largely from behind the 


scenes) an unsophisticated and 
parochial court.” 

But unlike most critics of Strauss, 
who claim he provided his followers 
with a ready-made rationale for de- 
ception and imperialism, Norton ar- 
gues that much of his philosophy has 
been tinkered with, manipulated and 
misappropriated by those who claim 
to be his philosophical descendants. 
His philosophy is partly to blame, but 
not entirely. 

Strauss believed modernity was 
riddled with problems. He loathed the 
crude, unrefined character of the 
masses, the rise of relativism and mul- 
ticulturalism in the social sciences, 
and the moral lethargy of a culture 
without a clear purpose. In this spirit, 
the Straussians also see weakness in 
modernity. To them, American cul- 
ture has bred a soft, apathetic, indif- 
ferent lot of people. As Norton writes, 
they're worried about a culture content 
with “loving comfort, threatening no 
one, lacking a sense of gravity, seeking 
only entertainment.” 

But the sinister part is that they 
see war as the remedy. 

Norton sums up the Straussian po- 
sition: “War rescues men from the haz- 
ards of civilization. War forces men 
to consider their loyalties and their al- 
legiance: war makes men thoughtful. 
War forces men to make decisions 
peace would forestall: war makes men 
decisive. War separates men from 
women, and restores to them the 
virtues they had in another age: war 
makes men manly.” 


But of course, the restoration of 


clarity, virtue, manliness, and patri- 
otism to American life isn’t the sole, 
nor the primary reason the Straus- 
sians advocate war. Norton tells us 
they have deeper, imperialistic mo- 
tives as well. She moves us through 
the capillaries of their thought and 
into the artery: the Project for a New 
American Century. 

Conceived of and directed by 
Straussians (chiefly Kristol, Gary 
Schmitt, and Wolfowitz), the PNAC 
is, as Norton writes, “a design for a 
century (perhaps a little longer) that is 
to be not merely dominated by Amer- 
ica but thoroughly American through- 
out.” It is, essentially, the Straussiar 
blueprint for a new world order, a plan 
not merely to project America’s power 
throughout the world but to refigure 
the globe in America’s image. 

In the end, she paints the Straus- 
sians as an arrant legion of philo- 
sophical feigners who have become 
intoxicated by the unparalleled power 
of America. Whereas Strauss believed 
the world was a realm of questions 
and discoveries, the Straussians have 
come to believe it’s a place of absolute 
certainty. Whereas Strauss was a crea- 
ture of reason, they've become crea- 
tures of faith. 

And in Bush, the Straussians have 
found a useful if limited figure to carry 
their ideas into public policy. Bush is a 
man of hollow morals, with a simple 
messianic mind-set: America must 


crusade against the evildoers at what- 
ever cost. The Straussians are more 
complicated and more intelligent but 
equally delusional. They see America 
as the new Roman Empire; they see the 
world as its stomping grounds. 


WV. 


Such simple convictions are danger- 
ous. Patriotism is no friend of reason 
or peace. It breeds insanity. It does 
what the Bush administration has 
done today; it sends the killers to the 
killing fields without just cause, with- 
out sufficient moral justification. 

Philosopher Michael Walzer, in his 
new book, Arguing about War, seizes 
on this point, dives into the moral tis- 
sue of warfare, and argues conyinc- 
ingly that the war in Iraq is morally in- 
defensible. The book (which is really 
just a compilation of essays) is already 
somewhat quaint: the last essay was 
written at the start of the war. But 
even so, Walzer explains cogently that 
the reasons offered up by the Bush 
administration for launching it weren't 
morally sufficient. 

Just-war theory, which is what 
Walzer defends and expounds on, 
holds that a nation can wage war just- 
ly only if it’s attacked or if there’s an 
imminent threat of attack. Of course, 
the Bush administration did claim 
there was an imminent threat — that

Saddam Hussein possessed weapons of 
mass destruction, principally chemical 
and biological, perhaps nuclear, and 
was in a position to pass such weapons 
to Islamic terrorist groups — but as 
we've found, this has turned out to be 
a fraudulent claim. 

Walzer’s central argument regard- 
ing the war is that since the threat 
Hussein posed could have been han- 
dled with measures short of war, the 
launching of the war was unjust. But 
the virtue of Walzer’s book isn’t so 
much his critique of the Iraq war, for 
most people know it was a morally 
depraved endeavor, but the breadth 
of philosophical knowledge he sheds 
on the concept of war. 

War, as Union general William 
Tecumseh Sherman famously said, is 
hell. This is an indisputable reality. Yet 
for as long as people have entered this 
inferno, they have talked about it in 
various voices. Some, like Walzer, have 
used the language of morality to de- 
scribe war, while others have subscribed 
to the Roman maxim inter arma silent 
leges (“in war, laws are silent”). The first 
chapter of Walzer’s book, “The Tri- 
umph of Just War Theory (and the 
Dangers of Success),” is a historical 


sketch of how people’s thoughts about 
war have changed as well as an argu- 
ment that morality has found its prop- 
er place in the foreground. 

Walzer explains that the most un- 
derappreciated outcome of the Viet- 
nam War was the recognition that 
morality is a military necessity. “In a 
war for ‘hearts and minds, rather than 
for land and resources,’ he writes, “jus- 
tice turns out to be a key to victory.” 
There are practical and prudential rea- 
sons, then, for waging war morally, 
though the Bush administration ob- 
viously doesn’t understand this. 

It is peculiar, in this connection, 
that the Straussians consistently com- 
pare America to Rome in their writ- 
ings. First off, Rome collapsed. This 
is common knowledge even in ele- 
mentary school. The Roman Empire 
expanded too far, overstretched itself, 
and imploded from its own ambition. 
Indeed, with Bush at the helm and the 
Straussians on the flanks, it seems 
America is on the same course. 

But there’s a different, more im- 
mediate conclusion that can be drawn 
from the comparison with Rome. The 
Romans thought of war as a lawless 
venture; to them, the only principle 
that operated in times of war was the 
preservation and expansion of the state. 

Consider the Iraq war once again in 
this new hue. The Bush administration 
launched the war unprovoked, paid 
little heed to the United Nations, at- 
tempted an unlawful assassination of 
Hussein, arranged the torturing of 
prisoners, detained foreign citizens in 
a location not subject to internation- 
al or American law (at Guantanamo 
Naval Base in Cuba), and continues 
to show little moral concern for the 
lives of noncombatants in bombing 
raids. In short, the administration has 
waged a reckless war and abandoned 
the ethics that are indispensable not 
just to a general perception of legiti- 
macy but also to any sort of enduring 
triumph or stability. 

Consequently in Mesopotamia, the 
cradle of ‘civilization, chaos reigns 
today. Ethics have given way to belli- 
cosity; wisdom has buckled at the 
hands of power; humanity has, once 
again, keeled over to inhumanity. At 
such a moment of human crisis, Mar- 
cel’s exhortation to the philosopher 
— the summons to defend man 
against himself — takes on an unusu- 
al sense of immediacy. 

But this isn’t the philosopher's nat- 
ural state. The philosopher is like 
Wordsworth’s poet, wandering in a 
garden of thought, reflecting calmly 
on events long past, considering ideas 
conceived long ago. So perhaps it 
would be wise to return to one idea 
conceived long ago. It’s a thought from 
an ancient text of the sort beloved by 
Strauss, It is Socrates’ observation that 
“the only true wisdom is in knowing 
you know nothing.” Is there a wise 
one among us? “*

enneth Rexroth, one of the 
k most interesting of the poets 
who’ve lived in San Francis- 
co, said in his autobiography, “I have 
spent my life striving to write the way 
I talk.” Mattilda, a.k.a. Matt Bernstein 
Sycamore, the prolific San Francisco 
editor, performer, and writer, has de- 
veloped the skill of writing the way he 
thinks. His prose is a device implant- 
ed in the reader’s brain, compelling 
accompaniment as he relates, in a 
voice that ranges from manic chatter 
to profound speechlessness, upward 
zips to euphoric pinnacles and ver- 
tiginous crashes to unplumbable 
depths. It’s a door into the spirit of a 
young person committed to beauty in 
a world whose intimacies are instantly 
corroded. The work is calculated to 
cause indigestion in those raised on 
the junk-food confessionals of 
Oprah culture. However sensational 
the topics appear — prostitution, in- 
cest, insurrection — Mattilda match- 
es immediacy with intelligence and 
rawness with poignancy. 

Two anthologies compiled by Mat- 
tilda, both published this year, give 
voice to a new generation (collabo- 
rating with a couple of true-spirit 
old-timers) of gay activists who em- 
brace the outside as the only proper 
perch from which to inflict injury 
upon the dominant society. Dan- 
gerous Families: Queer Writing on

Surviving, gives voice to a previous- 
ly ignored category of survivors of 
sexual assault and goes beyond the 
recovery narrative into nuanced in- 
vestigations of childhood sexuality, 
the continuum between victim and 
abuser, and the complexities of mem- 
ory itself. That’s Revolting! Queer 
Strategies for Resisting Assimilation is a 
passionate cacophony denouncing the 
gentrification of gay culture, authored 
by the gender queers, perverts, and 
other assorted visionaries excluded 
by the new Will and Grace banality. 
These collections reveal Mattilda not 
just as a litterateuse but also as an or- 
ganizer. Which, of course, she is. 


Bay Guardian: What do you include 
in your definition of “queer” besides 
sexual identity? 

Mattilda: Political identity. I don’t 
see the two as being separable. The 
mainstream has separated the two 
and created a false sense of commu- 
nity. I’ve fallen for this in the past. 
When I see gay people while I’m trav- 
eling outside of my comfort zone, I 
think “Oh, yay, gay people!” I get ex- 
cited when I see a rainbow flag in 
some little town in the desert. But 
what's been shown to me over and 
over is that I’m not a part of that. For 
all intents and purposes, most people 
within a mainstream gay identity 
would rather any sort of radical queer

perspective disappear. They don’t see 
me as a part of their community. 

These people subscribe to sim- 
plistic identity politics, which see 
queer identity as an end rather than a 
beginning. Gay marriage or military 
service or adoption can be seen as 
queer issues, when [in fact] what 
could be more symbolic of straight 
conformity? 

What I am interested in is a radi- 
cal outsider perspective, a queer iden- 
tity that’s about transforming sexu- 
ality and revolutionizing gender and 
taking apart capitalist tyranny, one 
that’s about building community and 
family outside of traditional models; 
something that’s challenging and 
seeking to dismantle the larger sys- 
tems that are oppressing us in the 
first place. 

BG: What are the common preju- 
dices within the queer canon? 

M: The main problem with the 
gay canon is the way that the white, 
upper-class, male-fetishizing per- 
spective dominates everything else. 
It's normalized as a center around 
which everything else revolves. You 
have the coming-out narrative and a 
“high art” language that talks about 
country clubs and parties on Fire Is- 
land. These are about boring, con- 
ventional people who happen to be 
gay! It’s something I’ve never been 
particularly interested in. 


BG: The contributors to Dangerous 
Families, That’s Revolting!, and your 
first anthology, Tricks and Treats: Sex 
Workers Write about Their Clients, 
are a diverse collection. How did you de- 
velop this inclusive consciousness? 

M: My politics come from radical 
queer organizing. I came of age po- 
litically within early-’90s ACT UP. 
The militance and the focus on race, 
class, gender, and sexuality in any sort 
of analysis of the AIDS crisis had a 
strong effect on me. I also met all 
these activists who had been devel- 
oping complex political critiques of 
almost everything, some of them for 
almost four decades. Everything be- 
came politicized for them, and then 
for me as well. 

Gay Shame started as an attempt to 
create a radical alternative to the con- 
sumerist Pride celebration. Instead of 
giving people endless opportunities 
to buy crap, we wanted to provide a 
space to create an outside culture on 
our own terms. From a once-a-year al- 
ternative to Pride, it became a direct- 
action extravaganza that fused the 
theatricality of the ’70s drag troupe the 
Cockettes with the militance of ACT 
UP and the focus on public space and 
anticapitalist organizing of Reclaim 
the Streets. 

BG: You're scornful of single-issue or- 
ganizing, such as that around gay mar- 
riage and the legalization of sex work. 
Can you describe a way of organizing 
that encompasses every issue at once? 

M: One thing I’ve found very ef- 
fective in recent years is creating a 
spectacle that is so alluring one can 
only look at it. 

BG: A full turn from Guy Debord 
and the Society of the Spectacle. In- 
stead of calling for the destruction of 
the spectacle to encourage direct contact 
between people, activists are creating 
spectacle to draw others in. 

M: We encourage people to par- 
ticipate in every way we can: by dress- 
ing up, bringing things to give away, or 
taking roles within the pageantry. We 
definitely struggle with spectatorship, 
but I do believe that spectacle is cru- 
cial — connecting the spectacle with 
the politics to an extent that they can- 
not be separated. Too many people 
fall into the trap of dividing the po- 
litical and the cultural. We can have 
boring political debates and mani- 
festos, and we can have boring bands 
playing and people drinking. I’m not 
interested in either of those. I want 
something that fuses politics and cul- 
ture and makes it more. 

BG: What's the relationship be- 
tween public performance and the 
written word? 

M: The most important thing 
when I’m writing prose is voice. I’m 
not interested in plot. It’s all about 
making sure voice and character are 
strong, because that’s where every- 
thing else comes from. In the new 
novel I’ve been working on, So Many: 
Ways to Sleep Badly, I've taken every- 
thing one step further. It’s all voice, 
multiple voices. Someone will call me 


on the phone, and I'll be like, “Oh, 
that’s hilarious, let me write that 
down.” What’s amazing is there is a 
plot! It came from the characters. 

BG: It’s physically painful for you to 
write. How did you develop your injury? 

M: Four years ago I began biking a 
lot and started to get this pain in my 
wrist. I just thought, “It must be some 
muscle I’m not used to using, and I’ll 
just get stronger, and it'll be fine.” That 
was about four years ago, and since 
that time the pain has developed into 
a disability I have to deal with con- 
stantly. It started as a repetitive stress 
injury and has become more all-en- 
compassing. Now it’s closer to fi- 
bromyalgia. I have chronic pain all 
over my body and difficulty getting 
restful sleep. 

What I’ve realized is that this injury 
is rooted in sexual abuse I experienced 
as a kid. Before I started biking again, 
the only person I'd ever ridden a bike 
with was my father. Our time togeth- 
er was a constant struggle to make 
me into the masculine creature he 
wanted me to be. Riding a bike again 
triggered body memories of child- 
hood hatred of myself and my body 
and my gender performance. Those 
ideas are stuck in my body, and I 
haven't figured out how to rid myself 
of their physical manifestations. 

BG: It must be difficult for you as a 
prostitute to discuss incest without con- 
firming stereotypes. 

M: It’s difficult to talk about sex 
work and sexual abuse without feed- 
ing people’s stereotypical notions 
about cause and effect, identity and 
self-worth, and without relying on 
simplistic sex-positive rhetoric. I try to 
do neither of those two things. Most of 
my work, fiction and nonfiction, 
forces the reader to enter on the 
writer’s terms. I’m not interested in ex- 
plication or asking forgiveness, or jus- 
tification or redemption. 

BG: Hustler novels are a dark genre. 
David Wojnarowicz’s Memories That 
Smell like Gasoline stands out in par- 
ticular, but I've never encountered a 
light one. Your first novel, Pulling Taffy, 
which recounts your days as a call boy, 
has color. Where does this difference 
come from? 

M: David Wojnarowicz speaks 
with a sense of hope in a world of 
loss. That’s where his writing res- 
onates. When I first discovered his 
writing, I thought, “Here is the kind of 
rage that I feel.” I hadn’t realized that 
others feel it too. His is a story of all- 
consuming rage and powerlessness 
and longing and desperation and 
hopelessness all combined together 
with something that maybe glitters 
at the end of it. Our shared hope lies 
in moments of intimacy and trans- 
formation, which create opportunities 
for continuing. “%

Underdog 


O ver a cup of coffee in the Berkeley home of Apogee Press copublish- 


er Edward Smallfield and poet Valerie Coulton, I’m discussing the 

noble, rather underdog undertaking of starting a small press focused 
solely on poetry. Apogee sums up its mission in two humble statements: 
“Apogee Press publishes the work of innovative and experimental poets. Cul- 
turally and formally diverse, our poets share an original use of language.” 

“Well, we're both poets,” Smallfield says of himself and copublisher Alice 
Jones. “I don’t know that we would have started a poetry press if we weren’t 
poets.” Though Smallfield describes Apogee’s titles as “all over the map,” he’s 
quite aware of — as would be anyone who perused the catalog — a delicate 
theme that links the various works (15 since the press’s inception in 1999, with 
4 additional titles due for release in 2005). 

“T think that when Alice and I started the press, we had a sense that there 
was a kind of work that didn’t fit what we thought of as conventional poet- 
ry but that didn’t fit what we thought of as avant-garde,” Smallfield says, ex- 
plaining what Apogee’s titles have in common: writing that’s too irreverent 
and surprising to fit neatly into the academy, yet too understated to earn a 
high score at the poetry slam. Apogee is a home for in-between, hybrid poets, 
a sort of Island of Misfit Verse. “We have some sympathy with the academy, 
though not a lot,” Smallfield continues, “and a lot of sympathy with street po- 
etry. I think the work is lively, but it doesn’t fit in the street poetry mode. We're 
really more interested in publishing books we love than fitting into any par- 
ticular mode.” 

Apogee is a small operation. In addition to Smallfield and Jones, Coulton 
helps with proofreading and consultation . Designer Philip Krayna — whose 
striking covers alert the poetry browser that something a bit different lies be- 
neath — rounds out the staff. 

“We don’t have an office,” Smallfield says, a bit of DIY pride in his voice. “We 
don’t have any space except our homes. Our storage space is Alice’s garage. The 
production stuff is in Philip’s studio.” While the stress of indie publishing can 
make an idealistic book lover go a bit mad, Apogee’s limited resources seem 
to serve to keep the output, by necessity, manageable, leaving angst levels low 
and preserving the fun of putting out unique works. 

“In terms of challenges, I think we enjoy most of it,” Smallfield says. “All the 
stuff around writing and around text is real comfortable for us. We have a great 
designer — there’s really an effort to make the design of the book work with 
the text. We have total confidence in him, and that means the design part is re- 
ally low stress. We don’t even want to learn Quark!” he says with a laugh. 

Presently, Apogee is celebrating the publication of Within the Margins, 
the third collection by Bay Area poet and teacher Truong Tran. Tran’s pre- 
vious volumes, Placing the Accents and Dust and Conscience, were also 
published by Apogee. “We like having an ongoing relationship with writers,” 
Smallfield says. 

Within the Margins is a radical departure from the prose-block form of 
Tran’s earlier work. In it, one poem runs as a single, unbroken line through- 
out almost the entirety of the book. Occasionally the words do scatter into teas- 
ing jumbles, as on the first page: with the opening stanzas “there are 
words / margin / because / dare i say fuck,” Tran lets you know you're in for a 
ride. When he arranges his verse into more traditional structures, it’s often to 
tazz the structure itself, as in “imposed within / the margin / lines were 
forced / to line / to the left / an ordinance / was passed.” With these scant ex- 
ceptions, the reader sleds through the book carried on the one line of text, 
zooming through childhood and family, exploring curse words (much of the 
book is a meditation on the f-word), discovering baseball cards, comic books, 
and porn. : 

“I think Within the Margins really continues Truong’s explorations into iden- 
tity, into the complexities of being a Vietnamese American, of being gay, of 
being in San Francisco,” Smallfield says. “I think it’s really interesting formal- 
ly, the way the poetic form can interact with that.” 

Within the Margins deals with “ownership of language, use of it, possibil- 
ities of it,” Coulton offers. “One of the things we’ve noticed about this book is 
the single line of prose has a limiting quality,” keeping the reader focused on 
the sentiment being so starkly expressed, rather then launching them into “a 
matrix of language.” 

“It makes it harder to skim than a normal book of poetry,” Smallfield 
agrees, “the way the line drives you from page to page.” 

Although Smallfield and Coulton will soon being living the ex-pat lifestyle 
in Spain, they will remain in service to Apogee, delivering us voices that may 
otherwise go unheard, After all, Smallfield muses, “How would a book like How! 
have gotten published if Lawrence Ferlinghetti hadn’t published it?” +

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The Freedom: 
Shadows and 
Hallucinations in 
Occupied Iraq 


By Christian Parenti. New Press, 
211 pages, $21.95. 


War supplies a broad variety of unimag- 
inable horrors, but it can also be the 
occasion for literature, from Michael 
Herr’s 1977 Vietnam masterpiece Dis- 
patches to Christian Parenti’s just-pub- 
lished The Freedom: Shadows and Hal- 
lucinations in Occupied Iraq, a brief, in- 
tense blast of what it’s actually like to be 
in Iraq these days. The two books de- 
serve to be mentioned in the same sen- 
tence not only because the conflicts they 
describe are likely to be seen by histori- 
ans as enclosing an inglorious passage in 
American history but because they 
vividly observe the violent intimacies 
that set war apart from every other 
human endeavor. For that reason they 
are both likely to be read years hence, 
when most of the rest of the books 
about America’s pair of failed imperial 
wars have moldered. 

Parenti (a onetime San Franciscan 
and Bay Guardian contributor) cannot 
match Herr for poetry — the latter was 
a bard of disillusioned ideals, a central 
theme of the 1960s — but he sounds his 
own eerie chord as a knowing terro-co- 
median, deadpan capturer of all that is 
ludicrous and sinister about today’s bro- 
ken Iraq and our would-be conquering 
army astumble in the middle of it. On 
one level the book is a kind of war-pic- 
aresque novel, chronicle of a band of 
adventuresome young men hunched in 
the backs of sedans that speed them 
around a dusty, menacing desert land, 
where sometimes they are captured, or 
nearly, and often they are shot at; on 
another it is a portrait of a blind, heav- 
ily armed, befuddled giant, spraying its 
rockets and missiles about like a fright 
ened child trying to drive back night's 
enveloping darkness by screaming and 
swatting at it — and killing more than a 
few children‘as it thrashes. 

Parenti’s is the furiously calm tone of 
a writer so in command of his materi- 


al that he knows all he has to do is let it 
speak for itself. “And when the full his- 
tory of this bloody circus is written,” 
he concludes, “people will look back 
slack-jawed at the scale and brazenness 
of the occupation’s corruption and in- 
competence.” And when those histori- 
ans of tomorrow start writing, they will 
doubtless have copies of The Freedom 
close at hand. (Paul Reidinger) 


Video Green: 
Los Angeles Art 
and the Triumph 
of Nothingness 


By Chris Kraus. Semiotext(e) 
/Active Agents, 160 pages, 
$14.95 (paper). 


A collection of essays written by Chris 
Kraus while she was teaching at the Art 
Center College of Design in Los Ange- 
les, Video Green: Los Angeles Art and the 
Triumph of Nothingness examines the 
privileging of surface and the censure of 
subjectivity in L.A’s institutionally sanc- 
tioned, neo-conceptual art of the latter 
1990s. L.A. itself takes a major measure 
of the blame for what Kraus describes as 
the “pre-emptive emptiness that per- 
vades the artwork” coming from its art 
schools. Although Kraus predictably 
derides Los Angeles as an interstitial 
landscape without history, where “the 
dead are missing,” she plunges into its 
“not-thereness” headfirst and takes the 
reader with her down the rabbit hole. 
Against the ethos that it’s “better to be 
everywhere than somewhere,’ Kraus as- 
serts her own messy subjectivity. The 
particularities of her personal connec- 
tions — with Jeigh, the New Age dom, 
and Bo, the HIV-positive housekeeper 
who loves kittens — stand in contrast to 
the “coolness,” both figurative and literal 
(as in, devoid of the heat of actual emo- 
tion and confrontation), that prevails in 
art from institutions. In “Bad Nostalgia,” 
Kraus describes artist Zhenya Gersh- 
man’s paintings as “as ugly as real life,” 
and that’s a compliment. 

Although familiarity with the work 
of the artists Kraus writes about would 
doubtless be helpful in reading Video 
Green, it’s by no means necessary. At 
their best, these essays are far from in- 
sular critiques: they're stories “where 
people exist and everything counts,” as 
Kraus concludes in “Art Collection,” 
the whirlwind opening essay that sets 
up the book’s themes, Via cybersex cor- 
respondence, the experience of living in 
a dying Hudson Valley town, and an ap- 
preciation of the artistic afterlife of 
now-obscure poet and idiosyncratic 
art collector William Bronk, Kraus ex- 
amines issues of power, class, romance, 
and context and celebrates specificity. 

A different Daniel Marlos photo of 
a crappy interior lit by an extraterrestrial 
glow accompanies each essay. Focusing 
on nothing in particular and yet com- 
pletely specific — a broom and an elec- 
trical outlet, a dirty ashtray bathed in a 


divine spotlight beside an ugly couch — 
they’re like mysterious anthropologi- 
cal studies. Blankness is an illusion, the 
photos suggest. “There’s never really 
nothing,” Kraus writes, “there’s only 
ever the problem of describing what 
there really is.” (Masha Gutkin) 


Eat Everything Before 
You Die: A Chinaman 


in the Counterculture 
By Jeffery Paul Chan. 
University of Washington Press, 
297 pages, $22.50 (paper). 


You get the sense Jeffrey Paul Chan’s 
Eat Everything Before You Die: A Chi- 
naman in the Counterculture would 
like to be the updated West Coast ver- 
sion of Louis Chu’s 1961 Eat a Bowl of 
Tea. Both novels portray a Chinatown 
bachelor community (Chu’s setting is 
New York; Chan’s mainly San Francis- 
co) and examine issues of cultural dis- 
placement and assimilation from the 
perspective of the middle-class Chi- 
nese American male. But since this is 
the age of globalization, Eat Everything 
also deals with the changing social 
mores of an American popular cul- 
ture that increasingly borrows and as- 
similates tenets from immigrant cul- 
tures — the selfsame cultures that want 
to fit into in the host country. 

Cultural importation is a two-way 
street here. The result is a wide-ranging 
cast of colorful characters whose life ex- 
periences tell their own tales of cultural 
drift. Particularly striking are protagonist 
Christopher’s suave and gay older broth- 
er Peter, who makes a career out of pro- 
moting pan-Pacific cuisine on TV, and 
his two ex-wives: Winnie, a seductive 
green card—hungry Hong Kong immi- 
grant, and Melba, the American cultur- 
al orphan who turns to every culture 
but her own in search of belonging. The 
piece de résistance, however, is the weird 
and warped Reverend Ted Candlewick, 
a defrocked priest who starts a cross- 
cultural cult based on an ultimately 
destructive mix of drugs, sex, rock 
music, and Eastern meditation. 

When in full sardonic mode, these 
characters spout observations that are 
right-on with the strangeness of the 
cross-cultural pulse. For instance, com- 
menting on Winnie’s living room 
crowded with disparate artifacts of 
Asian culture, Peter describes it as “neo- 
Hyatt Macau.” But one wishes for 
stronger and more concise prose; the 
narrative style lands once too often on 
the wrong side of the divide between 
lyrical and meandering. The food leit- 
motif, already popular in the genre of 
Asian immigrant “sense of identity” lit- 
erature, also shows signs of wear, espe- 
cially in the first half of the novel. Rich 
descriptions of dim sum and snake 
whiskey are all very well, but somehow 
one puts down the book longing for a 
taste of something more sinewy, for a lit- 
tle more meat. (Jeannette Huang)

Parchman Farm 
Cafe du Nord, Oct. 10 


Qn the frontperson for a band will pull some crazy stuff. Some light 


themselves on fire. Others jump up on a table. Some even hump audience 
members’ legs like horny dogs. 

Eric Shea of Parchman Farm did something at Cafe du Nord I’ve never seen be- 
fore, and | really liked it. As a song that sounded just enough like a metal-ish ver- 
sion of War's “Lowrider” was beginning, Shea jumped into the crowd while hitting a 
cowbell. That was awesome. The only way it could have been more awesome 
would be if he had been dressed as a wizard. | don’t know why, but | really wanted 
Shea to be wearing a peaked wizard hat and a cloak with long, drooping sleeves. 
The other thing was that he sang in a manner | would call “feelin’ it” — as in “dude 
sang some feelin’-it vocals.” “Feelin’-it vocals” is a term | believe Shea coined him- 
self, and he would be glad to hear me say it. Basically, if you can sing the phrase 
“boss man” at the top of your white lungs and get away with it, you’re special. Not 
that Shea ever sang “boss man,” to my knowledge, but he could have. He actually 
said way better stuff, like, “When there’s a stool in the pool, it’s time to drain it, 
fool / Let me hear you say yeah,” or something like that. 

He and the other members of Parchman Farm — drummer Chris LeBreche, bass 
player Carson Binks, and guitarist Allyson Baker — may also be the only people 
who understand what | mean when | say Shea sings like Burton Cummings of the 
Guess Who, in the raddest way. If there’s some way to understand this — that the 
Guess Who were cool at a// — you have to try and understand. Shea sings like the 
most feelin’-it version of Cummings ever. Imagine the Guess Who kicking ass at 
some outdoor festival in 1974 or something and you've been on a steady diet of 
Jack Daniels and cocaine for seven days straight and you’re wicked high and also 
you just fucking killed somebody. These are the days after acid rock and before 
hard rock turned into shiny AOR — that in-between era when Blue Cheer’s and 


Deep Purple’s influence could still be felt in the average bar band. Imagine the 
Guess Who slamming through some crazy 22-minute version of “No Time” and 
Cummings is screaming his goddamn chest hair off. Every song Parchman Farm 
play is like that but with way better guitar riffs — with Leaf Hound guitar riffs. Leaf 
Hound are this long-lost heavy rock ’70s band that only put out one record: the bril- 
liantly titled Growers of Mushroom. 

So this is what you get with Parchman Farm: first, there’s a burnin’ guitar riff, not 
MC5-y either, which is nice — these riffs are simpler than that. Parchman Farm are 
more FM radio than that. Then the bass drops in, and the drummer starts to whale 
on his kit. This is where Shea comes careening in, in total 70s freak-out style, 
righteously dissing '80s worshippers, cocaine haircuts, and bad record collections. 

There are a number of bands playing ’70s-derived hard rock today. | just heard 
this band called Silvertide from Philly, and they sound kind of like the Black 
Crowes. A year or so ago | was attacked by the Grand Funk—ness of a band called 
Pearls and Brass. And last year everybody got fooled by the Darkness. But fuck the 
Darkness and joke-rock bands like them. The thing about Parchman Farm and 
these other bands I’ve mentioned is that they’re playing this music because they 
want to rock and be loud. Not because they thought the ‘70s were so funny and 
cool. Fuck that. 

It's not like Parchman are aping '70s sounds here. What we have is an extension 
of what the old bands were doing, as if they were building on the Yardbirds. You can 
try and start your own language, but you have to use something as a base. So there 
will always be people who hear this and say “it’s retro” or whatever, but that’s just 
lazy. Parchman Farm have done their homework. For people who love it loud and 
want it heavy. Parchman Farm play Nov. 12, Cafe du Nord, S.F. (415) 861-5076.

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Mark Hummel 
Blowin’ My Hom (Electro-Fi) 


Since arriving in the Bay Area three decades 
back, Mark Hummel has grown into one of 
the most formidable blues harmonica blowers 
on the planet. His command of the instrument 
— from high-pitched wails to deep, leather- 
lunged moans — is awesome, and he's a 
skillful vocalist to boot. He also carries one of 
the tightest combos on the road today. The 
prowess of Hummel and his Blues Survivors 
(guitarist Charles Wheal, bassist Steve Wolf, 
and drummer Marty Dodson) is evident in 
every Chicago shuffle, Louisiana boogaloo, 
swing groove, and sweaty slow blues on 
Blowin’ My Hom, Hummels first live CD, cut 
last fall at two clubs in Ontario, Canada. Origi- 
nals by Hummel and songwriting partner 
Carroll Peery alternate with vintage material 
by Roy Brown, Frank Frost, Eddie Bo, Fleet- 
wood Mac, Johnny Otis, Buddy Rich, and 
James Cotton, making for a winning variety of 
tempos and moods. Of special note is “100 
Years,” a previously unrecorded Jimmy 
Reed-style blues penned by Huey Lewis and 
Roy Rogers that borrows lines from Lewis's 
better-known “100 Years from Now.” Veteran 
guitarist-turned—keyboardist Mel Brown sits 
in on several selections, fattening the band’s 
sound with his organ, but even without him, 
the Blues Survivors are quite pleasingly 
plump. Mark Hummel plays Sat/30, Cafe Van 
Kleef, Oakl.

Maroons 
Ambush (Quannum) 


Something kinky's going on at Quannum H.Q. 
The West Coast's most talent-studded hip- 
hop label has been swapping around its ros- 
ter like a glorious, funk-fueled love-in. Lyrics 
Born and Gift of Gab took their solo shots 
earlier this year; now Lateef the Truth Speak- 
er and Chief Xcel are Maroons, moonlighting 
from their usual gigs with Latyrx and Blacka- 
licious, respectively. Ambush pins Lateef’s 
malleable flow on top of Chief's steel- 
rimmed beats, both as street as they are 
smart. It starts off with the plodding, martial 
title track, Lateef’s monotone in lockstep with 
Chief's flute-driven break. While his voice 
starts warming up on the Superfly soul of 
“Matter of Time,” Lateef hits full stride on the 
hip-rock of “Lester Hayes.” The song — a 
clever battle metaphor on the Stickum- 
lathered former Raiders comerback — is 
mercilessly neck-snapping, with Lateef get- 
ting aggressive over a cranky guitar riff. Gift 
of Gab makes an appearance on “Best of 
Me,” the album's first single, and also on the 
sensual “Beautiful You.” While Gab’s tumble- 
down delivery hopscotches all over the beat, 
Lateef’s vocals dance beside it diligently, and 
their divergent styles dovetail nicely. Lateef 
might not be the most innovative MC in the 
game, but his intuitive musicality keep him in 
sync with Chief's kaleidoscopic production.

‘Paper Bullets: A War of Words’ 


Through Nov. 20, Intersection for the Arts 


A | p aper Bullets: A War of Words” brings together historical artifacts and the work of contemporary

California artists to explore the role of propaganda in war. The show draws heavily from 
Stephen J. Hasegawa’s private collection of psy-ops leaflets, which originally were dropped 
from planes behind enemy lines to encourage troops to surrender. One, from the Vietnam War, shows 
a photograph of an American antiwar activist with a banner that reads, “Black men should not fight 
for racist USA.” Another, from World War II, reads, “Rich man’s war, poor man’s fight,” and juxtaposes 
caricatures of fat-cat war profiteers and men dying on the battlefield. The leaflets are drawn from al- 
most every major military conflict since WWII and represent the work of diverse combatants, includ- 
ing the United States, Germany, Japan, North Korea, Iraq, and the South Vietnamese National Front 
for Liberation. The artists in the show explore this phenomenon of 
“paper bullets” and connect it to the production and dissemination 
of ideology in everyday life. On the floor of the gallery, Amanda Eich- 
er has constructed a collage with images from the New York Times 
that reads, “Surrender,” like the Wicked Witch of the West’s smoke 
trails in The Wizard of Oz. Sandow Birk has drawn a Cut-away View 
of a Domestic PSYOPS Facility beneath the parking lot of a strip 
mall; the piece uses slogans like “United We Stand” as products of 
an underground propaganda industry. In A Few of My Favorite 
Things, Packard Jennings treats mail-order catalogs and magazines 
as commonplace forms of paper bullets, by presenting them in a 
pile beneath a broken wooden crate, as if they had been dropped 
from a plane. And Patrick Piazza has reconstructed a 1954 Army 
test by distributing stamped postcards with questions on them con- 
cerning aesthetics, politics, and values. His installation, Reverbera- 
8 tion Project, documents the experiment with records of the original 
2 test, returned postcards, helium balloons with postcards tied to 
5 them, and a poetic video that shows the balloons floating over San 
Francisco from the heights of Twin Peaks. The show is remarkable for its integration of historical and 
artistic material, which both brings to light the reality of ideology as an instrument in social conflicts 
and directly engages the ideology of current conflicts with fantastical constructs. Wed.—Sat., noon-

Prisoner of Paradise One cannot overstate the 
impact German émigrés like Fritz Lang, Billy 
Wilder, and Otto Preminger had on American 
cinema. Nazism’s sinister ascent sparked an un- 
precedented transfer of talent, with Hollywood 
absorbing many of Germany’s most renowned 
film artists. Filmmakers Malcolm Clarke and 
Stuart Sender explore the other side of this exo- 
dus in their documentary Prisoner of Paradise: 
the forgotten history of those talented individu- 
als who didn’t wash up on American shores. The 
film’s focus is Kurt Gerron, an egotistical giant of 
the German screen and stage. Gerron, a Jew, was

at first, but the boy soon proves to know more 
than just the dead man’s name. With this bleak 
second feature, director Jonathan Glazer departs 
from the offbeat, dialogue-dependent comedy 
of Sexy Beast, defying suspense clichés with a 
sparing, Kubrickian delivery. Brooding per- 
formances oust the genre’s shock tactics, medi- 
tative shots test our attention spans, and dia- 
logue is kept simple — often excruciatingly so. 
Still, Glazer maintains the intrigue that most 
films of artsy monotony lose by their second 
acts; well-integrated cinematography and a deli- 
cate score by Alexandre Desplat keep the film 
from feeling overly stilted. Working with such 
an implausible story, Glazer deftly places char- 
acter psychology in the limelight rather than 
juggle a bunch of tricky justifications. Kidman, 
following suit, brings deeper and subtler layers 
to her wounded-woman persona, a role she’s 
had plenty of chances to master.

~The Incredibles In a movie market glutted 
with films that attempt to reach across demo- 
graphics by playing down to a'lowest common 
denominator, Pixar productions are a welcome 
rarity.

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a-charismatic director and actor who flourished 
in the flamboyance of Weimar Berlin.

A disastrous 
early marriage drives Kim (Bai Ling, in the film's 
standout performance) to deposit her infant 
daughter with her mother (Kieu Chinh) and 
flee; cut to 18-odd years later, and the baby has 
grown up to be Genie (Kristy Wu), a hip-hop- 
loving teen who rarely sees eye-to-eye with her 
fiercely traditional grandma. When Kim — now 
a sophisticated businesswoman — returns for 
the resentful Genie’s graduation, the family’s 
much needed healing doesn’t exactly come easy. 
With a score written by a member of the Roots, 
and a soundtrack that mixes the Peking Opera 
Orchestra with Naughty by Nature (member 
Treach costars as Genie’s boyfriend), Face is a 
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mostly engrossing (if unevenly acted) examina- 
tion of the conflicts that arise when old ideas re- 
fuse to give way to new ones — even when one’s 
most important relationships are at stake.

The Final Cut Somewhere between The Conversa- 
tion and Strange Days lies The Final Cut, a 
dystopian debut by first time writer-director 
Omar Naim. The sci-fi fable negotiates a world 
where computer chips are marketed to record 
first-person experiences. Chips are implanted 
before birth and retrieved postmortem. The 
artists of this business are the “cutters” who edit 
lives into “rememories”: the ultimate in home- 
movie technology. If this all sounds familiar, it 
isn’t a chip malfunction; the story wants very 
badly to walk the hallowed ground of Philip K. 
Dick’s oeuvre. Unfortunately, Naim is so busy 
with the premise that he plum forgets to con- 
struct a coherent story, The mishmash follows 
Alan Hakman (Robin Williams), a master cutter 
who — surprise! — has some traumatic memo- 
ries of his own. Naim’s script is uniformly limp 
and often treads into utter incoherence. A ro- 
mantic subplot, for example, makes one wonder 
if the projectionist is missing a reel. The visual- 
izations of the rememories are admittedly hand- 
some, but the device is left to flounder in con- 
trivance, (1:44) 1000 Van Ness.

The Forgotten (1:31) Century 20. 

Friday Night Lights Nestled in the barren, Wal- 
Mart-speckled landscape of West Texas, the town 
of Odessa has a singular focus: high school foot- 
ball. Based on the reai-life Permian High Pan- 
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thers’ 1988 season (and H.G. Bissinger’s book by 
the same name), the gritty Friday Night Lights is 
a sports drama in the most dramatic sense, with 
blessedly little comic relief diluting the tension 
and heartbreak that go down on (and off) the 
field. Coach Gary Gaines (Billy Bob Thornton, 
who manages to be both low-key and intense) 
knows the importance of winning, but he also 
recognizes the individual struggles of his players, 
in particular the cocky star (Derek Luke) who 
suffers a devastating injury. As a former Permian 
player — and now one young tailback’s alcoholic 
dad — country star Tim McGraw gets perhaps 
the film’s most poignant moment, explaining to 
his son the importance of making the most of 
one’s glory days. Director Peter Berg (The Run- 
down) overdoes the shaky hand-held camera, 
but in all likelihood, gridiron fans will be too 
wrapped up in the agony and ecstasy to notice.

Garden State Aspiring actor Andrew “Large” 
Largeman (Zach Braff) is living in Los Angeles 
and table-jockeying in a chic Vietnamese restau- 
rant when the call comes that his mother has 
died.

(Peter Sarsgaard) — now a full-time stoner grave 
digger — and a goofy young woman (Natalie 
Portman) he meets in a neurologist’s waiting 
room, Large searches for the epiphany that'll 
ease him out of his vegetative mind-set. At first 
glance, Garden State may seem like just another 
twentysomething woe-is-me mopefest looking 
to ride Holden Caulfield’s coattails. But thanks 
to writer-director-star Braff’s knack for deli- 
ciously deadpan setups, the film works an alche- 
my of bemused charm that steamrolls over most 
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of the story’s clunks. There are a few neophyte 
missteps, notably in the faux-naif lines poor 
Portman has to pop out (still, it surely beats act- 
ing against droids) and Large’s slightly stock cli- 
mactic confessional with dad Ian Holm, but 
Braff nails the mixture of melancholia and ab- 
surdism so beautifully that it’s hard not to be 
won over. (1:46) Bridge, Shattuck. (David Fear) 
Ghost in the Shell 2: Innocence Japanese anima- 
tion auteur Mamoru Oshii has cashed in some 
of his RAM chips with Ghost in the Shell 2: Inno- 
cence. Rumor is, the director blew a substantial 
portion of Innocence’s $18 million budget, and 
some of the film’s four-year production time, 
building up his personal doll collection. “The 
human is no match for a doll, in its form, its ele- 
gance in motion, in its very being,” says Kim, In- 
nocence’s scheming puppet master who has 
transformed his body into a marionette. It’s not 
a stretch to imagine that he’s speaking on behalf 
of the director, who’s based the killer “sexaroids” 
in the film on the ball-and-socket dolls of surre- 
alist photographer Hans Bellmer. Instead of de- 
livering visionary science fiction, this follow-up 
to the 1995 original is foremost an ode to Oshii’s 
anthropomorphic obsessions. And while there 
are some kicks to be had — like a brief but bru- 
tal showdown between chilly protagonist Detec- 
tive Batou and a punk rock, mechanically modi- 
fied yakuza assassin — aspiring important-artist 
Oshii overstuffs Innocence with quotes from 
Confucius, Descartes, and other heavy hitters, 
which pour even from the unlikely mouths of 
computer hackers and lowlifes.

©The Grudge After The Sixth Sense and other 
friendly-ghost movies, it’s good to know, just in 


time for Halloween, that the dead are stil] evil — 
thanks to the efforts of Evil Dead and Spider- 
Man director Sam Raimi, Evil Dead producer 
Rob Tapert, and Ringu producer Taka Ichise, 
who oversaw this rewrite-remake of Takashi 
Shimizu’s Ju-On: The Grudge and eventually got 
Shimizu to direct. Consider this cultural ex- 
change a little more evenhanded than, dare I say, 
Lost in Translation: American expats meet Japan- 
ese ghost-demons, and wacky miscommunica- 
tion and blood-letting ensues! The pleasantly 
minimalist Grudge may not be reinventing the 
wheel (of death), but it does provide plenty of 
creeps, more per minute than Dubya’s State of 
the Union addresses. And that’s plenty. Let’s say 
you'll never look at long black hair or adorable 
little Japanese boys with bow] cuts and no geni- 
talia quite the same way again. The punch line is 
that when Shimizu trains his camera on stars 
Sarah Michelle Gellar and Bill Pullman, he seems 
to be possessed by, or paying homage to, horror 
kings Dario Argento and David Lynch, with Gel- 
lar looking as teary, gelatin-skinned, and doll- 
like as a bird with crystal plumage and Lynch- 
pins Pullman and Grace Zabriskie resembling, 
some sort of sinister waxy buildup. And don’t 
take that the wrong way.

= Howard Zinn: You Can’t Be Neutral on a Mov- 
ing Train This inspiring documentary asks the 
question, So, what's keeping you from defending 
democracy’s principles like a true citizen-ac- 
tivist? A shaming example is offered by Howard 
Zinn, famed “alternative” historian whose Peo- 
ple’s History of the United States remains the 
bedrock text on our country’s genuine race- and 
class-driven back story. Born to scraping-by 
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working-class parents who bought the avari- 
cious-reader child a mail-order set of Dickens 
(still a very good formative influence, aestheti- 
cally and politically), Zinn was attracted early on 
to labor struggles. He pursued their study after 
his World War II Air Force service left him ques- 
tioning the wisdom of civilian-bombing White 
House leadership; then it turned out labor histo- 
ry was pretty well omitted from the official 
record. Zinn’s infinite “capacity for moral out- 
rage” — which he understandably finds extraor- 
dinarily lacking in recent U.S. society overall — 
soon made him an academic spokesperson in 
key struggles where he seemed to be always at 
ground zero. He taught at a Southern “Negro” 
university as the civil rights movement launched; 
he was stationed at Boston University at the 
height of Vietnam War protests. His outspoken- 
ness cost him both jobs. Interviews from illustri- 
ous former students and a wealth of archival 
footage make this biographical portrait a stirring 
one. Zinn is glimpsed amid recent World Trade 
Organization and anti-Iraq war protests. If this 
old guy can still rabble-rouse, what’s your ex- 
cuse?

| Heart Huckabees Even before it darts through 
gray office mazes not far from Being John 
Malkovich's portal, David O. Russell's fourth film 
charts Charlie Kaufman territory — there’s more 
than a hint of Adaptation to an introductory 
scene that places audiences squarely within the 
self-critical mind of disgruntled eco-activist Al- 
bert Markovski (Jason Schwartzman). A plot 
synopsis of I Heart Huckabees is a mug’s game: 
ultimately, Schwartzman’s character is the Matt 
Gonzalez, and Jude Law’s white-collared climber 
is the Gavin Newsom, of this meta-story, which 
races through philosophy at a Preston Sturges 
pace and engineers more than one too-polite 
head-on collision at the intersection of politics 
and economics. The fact that Schwartzman’s 
character looks an awful lot like Russell would 
seem to hint at where the director’s sympathies 
lie, yet the stargazing Law — along with Mark 
Wahlberg and Naomi Watts — excels in this 
antic terrain. (Old pro Lily Tomlin fares best, 
though she isn’t on-screen enough.) Russell went 
into this picture batting three-for-three, but J 
Heart Huckabees, while fitfully funny, isn’t quite 
a splendiferous charm.

Ladder 49 Chock full of classic setups and pre- 
dictably poignant outcomes, Ladder 49 is one of 
those sparkplug flicks that flare up in theaters — 
then fizzle out immediately into Netflix obscuri- 
ty. After years of practice, Hollywood is still 
pumping out that flawless moneymaker: a film 
that covers every narrative and thematic base, 
feeds the action junkies, and powers through 
opening weekend on positive reviews and feel- 
good sentiment. Joaquin Phoenix stars as Jack 
Morrison, an all-American firefighter who’s 
trapped inside a quickly burning skyscraper. As 
he fades in and out of consciousness, pieces of 
his epic career flash before his eyes (and ours), 
while his colleagues and fire chief Mike Kennedy 
(John Travolta) work desperately to get him out. 
There’s absolutely nothing wrong with this film, 
except that there isn’t a single original concept in 
its 115 minutes. Every piece fits into place: do- 
mestic conflicts smooth out the action, and 
wholesome male bonding lightens up tearjerker 
scenes. But Ladder 49 almost feels a little too bal- 
anced, as if all of its generic elements were work- 
ing to cancel each other out.

(Catalina Sandino Moreno) thinks she could do 
better than her boring boyfriend, boring job de- 
thorning roses at a flower factory, and boring 
home life as meal ticket for a demanding moth- 
er, whiny sister, and the latter’s wailing baby. The 
trouble is, Maria lives in a nowhere town outside 
Bogota, Colombia, where options are few. Rest- 
lessness, anger, and willpower alone aren't 
enough to reroute Maria’s dead-end life trajecto- 
ry, especially after she discovers she’s unhappily 
pregnant. So she seizes on one extremely risky 
road to material success: working as an interna- 
tional drug mule, smuggling heroin into the 
United States via umpteen ingested jumbo cap- 
sules that are horse tranquilizer-size and fulla 
horse, period. A hefty financial reward awaits if 
she and several other nervous young women 
survive the gauntlet of suspicious customs offi- 
cials, possible capsule leakage (which would be 
fatal), nausea, cramps, and any unforeseen addi- 
tional disasters. Writer-director Joshua Marston's 
drama may lack the emotionally grueling force 
of some prior, more floridly cautionary works

The 
Motorcycle Diaries cannily exploits Che Guevara

Red Diaper Baby Writer-performer Josh Korn- 
bluth’s celebrated monologue about growing up 
in mid-1960s New York as the child of unrepen- 
tant communists gets a lasting if not necessarily 
definitive treatment in director Doug Pray’s con- 
cert film. Recorded on 16mm before a live audi- 
ence at the Magic Theatre, and aptly supported 
by Marco d’Ambrosio’s wistful score, the film 
opens with a shot of Kornbluth casually walking 
off the street and into the theater, intentionally 
recalling Jonathan Demme’s beautifully integrat- 
ed concert film of Spalding Gray’s Swimming to 
Cambodia. Yet here, while apparently restaged to 
be equally film-friendly, stage and screen pro- 
ductions don’t always mesh — projected back- 
drops get awkwardly cropped, and lighting ef- 
fects designed for the stage cast ineffective shad- 
ows or simply make the film look dim. When 
they do, however, the combination is striking. 
And the film's shortcomings do little to detract 
from what is still an engaging coming-of-age 
story, while its power to augment certain scenes, 
including what has got to be one of the more 
ghastly, hilarious deflowering stories ever told, 
makes up for a lot.

Bentivoglio) has taken to skipping work and 
isolating himself from his nagging wife, Giulia 
(Laura Morante). A former actress, Giulia — 
who's suffering what could kindly be called a 
crisis of confidence — is suddenly offered 4 ter- 
rifying yet tempting chance to return to the 
stage. Suffering no lack of confidence is teen 
queen Valentina (Nicoletta Romanoff), who's 
so vain she falls asleep staring at her reflection;

gazes into the mirror only when he needs a self- 
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pep talk (which is often). As various conflicts 
reach boiling points, a melodramatic, overly 
convenient tragedy brings the family together 
again.

Shall We Dance? Submitted for your approval in 
the current Twilight Zone-populated by Holly- 
wood remakes of crowd pleasers made in Japan:

Stanley Tucci as a footloose Latin-dance fire- 
brand in an ill wig; and Jennifer Lopez as the 
pinched, prudish, and untouchable babe of an 
ice queen, her Danskins cinched a few sizes too 
tight.

Little 
fish in a big pond Oscar (Will Smith) dreams of 
leaving his gig at da Whale Wash, so he can be- 
come somebody and live on top of the reef. 
Meanwhile, Lenny (Jack Black), a friendly (and 
suspiciously San Franciscan) shark who can’t 
connect with his bloodthirsty mob family, wish- 
es he could just be himself in front of his pop 
(Robert De Niro).

Shaun of the Dead A ne’er-do-well who's 
about to turn 30 but is still living like a college- 
age slacker, Shaun (Simon Pegg) is in such a rut 
that he doesn’t notice the strangeness afoot in his 
London hood: a girl collapses, a homeless guy 
takes a bite out of a pigeon, and ambulances and 
military trucks squeal by with alarming frequen- 
cy. He’s far more concerned with the sorry state 
of his life, including the fact that his girlfriend’s 
just dumped him. Over a pint at local hangout 
the Winchester, Shaun’s best pal Ed (Nick Frost) 
consoles his bud: “It’s not the end of the world!”

Stage Beauty Period pictures are usually associ- 
ated with the stuffiness of obvious prestige; cos- 
tumes and mannered speech don’t traditionally 
make for sexy filmmaking. Director Richard 
Eyre’s Stage Beauty is the latest of an influx of pe- 
riod films going against the grain, though, trad- 
ing grandiosity for unabashed naughtiness. The 
backdrop for all the folly is the upending of Eng- 
lish theater that comes with King Charles’ 
proclamation that female parts must be played 
by actresses. Ned Kynaston (played by Billy 
Crudup with Ziggy Stardust flair) is the last great 


actor of female roles who finds his identity cast 
into confusion by the king’s decision. As if this 
isn’t bad enough, his former dressing assistant, 
Maria (Claire Danes), totally pulls an All About 
Eve, catapulting to stardom using Ned’s trade- 
mark moves. The film is largely filled out by Ned 
and Maria grappling with all things gender — 
Maria pretty much says it all when she wonders, 
“Am I the man or the woman?” during one espe- 
cially steamy exchange. Such is the stuff that 
eventually sinks Stage Beauty. In the end, the 
film’s attractiveness cannot hope to compete 
with its frivolity. (1:45) Balboa, Opera, Piedmont, 
Shattuck.

Surviving Christmas The title sums up the expe- 
rience pretty well — and there’s nothing that 
strokes the ego better than penning a curt, dis- 
missive bitch slap of a review — but here's a plot 
summary in case you're interested. Rock-star ad 
exec Drew Lathem (Ben Affleck) finds himself 
spending the holidays alone, so, in the name of 
holiday consumerism, he rents a suburban fami- 
ly to meet his familial needs. The Valco house- 
hold he invades is a fat slice of American cliché 
— beefy, no-bullshit patriarch (Tony Sopra — 
er, James Gandolfini), faded ’n’ jaded wife 
(Catherine O'Hara), daughter turned modern 
independent (Christina Applegate), and chick- 
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en-choking teenage son (Josh Zuckerman). 
Lathem infuriates, makes Gandolfini wear a 
Santa hat, and proceeds to dismantle the family, 
unit by unit. It’s always a real stretch to picture 
Affleck as an obnoxious, self-obsessed, and 
ridiculously wealthy frat boy. Entertain the no- 
tion that he might bring charm to a script that 
could’ve been written by chimps, and you'll suf- 
fer a masochistic two hours. (2:10) Century 
Plaza, Grand Lake, Orinda.

= Tamation Jonathan Caouette’s movie-screen 
memoir is the story of a mother and a son — 
but it’s also a hell of a lot more than any one lin- 
ear story. When the narrative flow is violently 
interrupted by passages reflecting his and his 
mother’s detached or unhinged states of mind, 
the results are sometimes visionary. Ironically, 
all the splintered stories in Tarnation threaten to 
be eclipsed by the story behind it: Caouette’s 
first feature has acquired a reputation as “the

initial finished cost to make. Caouette first 
picked up a video camera at the age of 11; thus 
began his obsessive devotion to filming and 
audio — and videotaping himself and his fami- 
ly.

lands: this quick description of Undertow gives a fair idea of the formidable 

muddy footprints director David Gordon Green is following. Since his first 
and perhaps best feature, George Washington, Green has shot for Terrence 
Malick’s askew pacing and verdant visuals, and he’s been helped considerably 
in that regard by cinematographer Tim Orr, who shifts his palette to deep brown 
this time, for a Southern gothic boys’ adventure story involving cursed gold 
coins and two young brothers (Billy Elliofs Jamie Bell, and tiny androgyne 
Devon Alan in the Linda Manz role) on the run from a homicidal, greedy uncle 
(Josh Lucas). That plotline may promise more forward motion and standard 
thrills than the director’s past work, but Undertow subverts those expectations. 
Green has never met a non sequitur or odd stranger he didn’t like, and such en- 
counters make for his movie’s most likable moments, offsetting the crucifixion 
symbolism and ludicrous action-genre freeze-frames in the opening credit se- 
quence. But as Undertow gets curiouser and curiouser, it winds up a mere cu- 
riosity, as opposed to the iconic stories Malick once crafted about outlaws and 
train-hoppers. As for Night of the Hunter, Lucas can a-huff and a-puff, but he’s 
no Robert Mitchum — and Green never comes up with a chase sequence or 
lulling moment to match the iconically grim fairy-tale visuals Charles Laughton 
brought to that film’s nighttime river scene, one of the great moments of Ameri- 
can cinema. The undertow here is the anxiety of influence; while Alexander 
Payne's new Sideways pays homage to forebears — '70s era in particular — 
without falling into pitfalls of retro preciousness, Green's references to blood- 
lines aren't so wise. Great promise, still unfulfilled. (Johnny Ray Huston)

Beer and voting 
in Reno 


e were somewhere around Auburn on the edge of the mountains when the skepticism began to 

take hold. I remember saying something like, “I feel a bit unprepared; how are we going to con- 

vince anyone of anything?” I’d habitually shirked the political imbroglio, reasoning that leading 

others by lawless, indulgent example was my contribution to social evolution. But tonight we hur- 

dled toward democracy, on the road to the “Biggest Little City in the World,” ready to join a grass- 
roots campaign bent on ushering resistant Reno voters to the polls. 

Greasy fumes from spent In-N-Out wrappers thickened the air inside the car. With me were Avnet, T- 
Bone, and Nat the Sheila, our Australian CWC (Concerned World Citizen). We were hoping to engage 
our marks (i.e., undecided voters) with astute pluck — though at heart we were all more slacktivist than 
activist. “Definitely no liberal intelligentsia bullshit,’ T-Bone suggested — sometimes a wise policy in the 
questionable environs outside San Francisco. 

Sponsoring the mission was the feisty, unsubtly monikered League of Pissed Off Voters, whose repre- 
sentatives we encountered at the Berkeley jumping-off point. Our company was mostly college-age 
(though a clan of graying boomers hovered like benevolent spirits) and giddy with anticipation. I knew 
that despite their outward cuddliness, these people were deeply, dangerously pissed off. 

Under.a watercolor sunset, 24-year-old ringleader Seiji Carpenter described the group’s genesis: hip- 
hop activist William Upski Wimsatt’s revelatory if confounding experience of forgetting to bring his Bay 
Guardian voter guide to the polls the previous year. Wimsatt formed the LPOV to draft and distribute 
similar voter guides, cheat sheets directing voters toward progressive political choices in cities nation- 
wide. This weekend thousands of volunteers were mobilizing in 80 cities, Carpenter said, distributing 
voter guides and generally cheerleading the election process among the young and the marginalized. 

Four hours later, after some bleary-eyed cruising along Reno’s deserted midnight streets, we strutted 
through the Eldorado's gilded entrance and found our cohorts. It didn’t take long to assess that, owing to 
the unwavering political focus of these astoundingly informed college kids, it would be our duty to 
spearhead the gambling activities. 

Leaving T-Bone and Avnet in charge of six-deck blackjack, Nat and I wandered the casino floor. The 
Nevadans I spoke with hadn't heard of the LPOV, and most weren't eager to discuss politics with a San 
Francisco journalist and a potty-mouthed Aussie pixie. 

Thankfully, I discovered some fellow Leaguers holding up the back bar. Todd and Jordan, a pair of 
self-professed “political junkies,” made the whole affair seem impossibly cool and important. They ex- 
plained the organization’s postelection goals of forming voting blocs to galvanize progressive interests 
and electing a progressive president within the next 50 years. “ “Progressive; ” Todd prophesied, “will be 
based on national consensus.” A few drinks with them kindled a warm sense of do-goodism in me, 
which I’m fairly certain stemmed from more than the Jameson. 

The next morning we converged on the Plumbers’ and Pipefitters’ Union Hall, our home base. The 
turnout was astounding. Five hundred strong, the masses had flocked from across northern California 
and Nevada, motivated, activated, and caffeinated. The crowd felt unified and powerful, though I still 
couldn’t predict what would happen once we hit the streets. We broke into teams — groups of 10 per tar- 
geted district — and received a short, intensive training in coaxing our marks. And then they let us loose. 

Have you ever knocked on the pressboard door of a mobile home and talked politics with the stranger 
inside? Me neither, until that morning. My group was charged with a rather bleak neighborhood outside 
town called Cold Springs, where trailers sat on dirt lots beside sterile, labyrinthine subdivisions. Armed 
with lists of registered Democrats with spotty voting histories, we were to smile and speak kindly, offer- 
ing a voter guide and urging our prodigal brethren to please, for the love of Pete, get out and vote. 

I was encouraged by my first exchange, a halting conversation with a would-be voter, but soon I began 
to wonder if it'd been a fluke. People weren't home, their yards were patrolled by snarling three-legged 
dogs, or they wanted nothing to do with some naif holding a clipboard. A cold wind hammered down 
from the snow-dusted mountains ringing Reno, and the walk between houses was long, leaving me plen- 
ty of time to question the efficacy of our mission, or at least mine. For an awkward, politically unsavvy 
type like me, it was an uncomfortable, sometimes unsavory business. I noticed I felt strangely fulfilled by 
any warm reception, and I did get a few. I also got a door slammed in my face. 

It wasn’t until we reconvened at the hall later that evening that I began to understand the full virtue 
of our solicitations. My comrades recounted glowing stories of chummy kibitzing with gracious folks 
of all stripes. Just as I was overwhelmed by our solidarity that morning, so were the Nevada Dems — 
isolated from the liberal Shangri-la of California — whom we, as a collective, reached that day. Like 
being at a political rally, the important thing was not to remain an individual but to become part of a 
like-minded crowd. And this crowd, a thousand rosy cheeks in the chily night air, was pissed off and 
actually doing something about it. +
